Daily Hutelligencer, 
Beaconsfie!d at Guildhall. 


Beitish Yorelgn Policy Stated and 
befended,j 

‘At tho lord mayor's banquet in London: 
on the 10th of November, Lord Beaconsfieldy 
in response to a toast, said :— 

My Lord Mayor, a year ago, when I hed 
the honor of addressing your predecessor 
in this hall upon a similar occasion to the 
present, a tecrible war was waging in the 
east of Earope, the termination of which 
was not visible, aid a gonoral fear prevail- 
ed that tha whole world might be drawa 
into its vortex. I ventured then to take not 
80 gloomy a view as was then prevalenc, 
and I expressed a hope that before wo met 
again thero would be a congress of the 
great powers of Europe, that peace would 
bo obtained, and a settlement made of the 
questions in controversy which would be a 
eatibfactory and enduring one, Rumors, 
however, are now rife, my lord mayor, that 
the settlement which was made at Berlia 
has fa‘led in effectiog. the end which, no. 
merely for the interests of this country, but 
of humanity, we counted upon. We are 
told that it has already been broken down, 
and that the position of affairs is unsatisfac- 
tory, and even perilous, I therefore think, 
my Jord mayor, that on this occasion it 
will be advantageous that I should state 
the views of her majesty’s government on 
the present situation of the country with 
regawd to its rnal relations. (Cheers.) 
Ard first let me refer to a matter of im 
wedéate interest, to which you, my lord 
tra: or, have u'ready adverted. One would 
Suppor om all we hear, that our Indian 
eoypire is On the eve of being invaded, and 
that we were about to enter into a struggle 
with some powerful and unknown foe, 
Your lordship is well aware of the present 
siace of affairs on the norchwestern frontier 
ci India. In the first place, my lord mayor, 
her Majesty's government are by no means 
apprehensive of any invasion of India hy 
our northwestern frontier. The base of op- 
erations of any possible foe is so remote, 
the communications are s0 difficult, the as 
pect of the country is su forbidding, that 
we do not believe under these circumstances 
any invasion of our northwestern frontier 
is pracicable. But our northwestern froa- 
tier is hap hazard, and not a scientific fron- 
tier. It is in the power of any foe to em- 
barrass and disturb. our dominion so that 
we should be obliged:to maintain the pres- 
ence of ‘a great military force in that quar- 
ter, entailing on the country a proportion- 
ate expenditure, These are, unquestion- 
ably, great evi's, and former viceroys have 
had their attention called with anxiety to 
the state of our frontier. (Hear, hear,) Re- 
cently, however, some peculiar circum- 
stances have occurred in that part of the 
world which have convinced her Majesty's 
Government'that the time has acrived when 
we must terminate all this inconvenience 
and prevent all this possible injury. With 
this view we have made arrangements by 
Which, when completed, in all probability at 
no distunt day, all anxiety respecting the 
northwestern frontier of India will be re. 
moved. (Cheers ) We shall live, I hope, 
on good terms with our immediate neigh- 
bors, and not on bad terms, perhaps, with 
some neighbors that are more remote. 
(Cheers,) I donot wish, my lord mayor, 
in making these remarks that you should 
understaud that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment are of the opinion that an inyasion of 
Tudia is impossible or impracticable. On 
the contrary, if Asia Minor and the valley 
of the Euphrates were in the possession of 
a very weak or very powerful state, it 
would be by no means impossible for an 
adequate army to march through the passes 
of Asia Minor and through Persia and ab- 
solutely menace the domimions of the 
queen ; but her majesty’s government have 
contemplated such a result aod we have 
provided means to prevent its occurrence 
by our convention with Turkey and our 
occupation of the Isle of Cyprus. (Cheers.) 
By that convention we have secured that 
those regions should remain in the posses- 
sion of our ally, supported by subjects 
grown in population and material 
wealth, who Falthos ndd greatly to the 
strength and’ authority of the Sultan. 
(Cheers.) In orderty encourage,strengthen, 
and aid the Sultan we haye felt that it is 
not wise that he should look forward only 
to an ambiguons or a distant assistance, but 
that we should occupy, with his entire con- 
currence, a place of arms where he would 
feel that if any danger prevented him from 
carrying into effect those changes for the 
regeneration of his country which he has 
agreed, and willingly agreed, to make, he 
could look with contidence for the assist- 
ance of an ally close and contiguous to his 
own frontier As Iam touching on this 
subject, perhaps it would not be uninter- 
esting to the citizens of London to learn 
that Cyprus will be no burden to this coun 
try (cheers); and that even this year,when 
the methods of administration of England 
have necessarily ouly partially beep ap- 
plied, it will furnish not merely the sum 
annually accrued tothe Sultan, but the 
whole expenditure of its civil government. 
(Cheers.) There isno doubt, my lord, that 
the administration of Oyprus by England 
will exercise the/most beneficial and moral 
influence upon the contiguous dominions 
ofthe Sultan. But this was a secondary 
consideration in inducing us to take the 
step which we have done, It was as 
strong place of arms, for which it js admir- 
ably calculated by its geographical position 
and the variety of its resources, that we 
fixed upon Oyprus, after having examined 
all the other islands in the east of the 
Mediterranean. My lord, I have shown 
you that if the policy of her majesty’s min- 
ivtera is carried into effect ; if that rectifi- 
eation of our northwestern frontier is con- 
summated, and if Asia Minor remains—as 
in my opinion it will remain—in the pos- 
sesion of our ally, and if it bocomes a coun- 
try which, from the stops wo aro now tak- 
ing, will, I hope, every year increase in 
prosperity and power, the English people 
may dismiss from thoir minds all anxiety 
as to the external enemies of their Indian 
empire. (Cheers.) But, my lord mayor, 
the eastern question, which is in every 
body's mouth has adouble aspect. It in 
not merely tho safety of our Indian empire 
which wo should consider—not that this in 
a selfish consideration, because the world 
is equally with igland interested in the 
prosperity and good government of India 5 
but there ia another aspect of the eastern 
question, and that involves the indepen- 
denos of Kurope, and especially of thy Medi 
terranean powers. (Cheors.) I will say

Now, tho policy that was pur- 
sued at the Congress of Berlin was this.:— 
{t was to extricate tho Sultan from those 
ruinous relitions with pseudo-feudatories 
or small tribes diiforing in race and religion 
but who were the constant and ready in- 
struments of hostile external influences 
against the Porte, and who carried on af- 
fairs in auch manner that really the greater 
part of the European territories of the Sul- 
tan was the tcene of chronic conspiracy, 
varied only by “occasional insurrection—it | 
was to extricate the Sultan from this kource 
of constant exhaustion that the provisions 
were agreed to at the Congress of Berlin 
which now regulate the position of the 
Sultan in Europe. Following this policy, 
the Congress of Berlin secnred for the Sul- 
tan an impregnable capital, the custody, 
guardianship, and possession of the Straits, 
rich provinces in European Turkey,the most 
valuable harhorin the Black Sea,and general- 
ly speaking aniateiligible frontier, A prirce 
89 circumstanced, it at the same time he 
could rest upon the basis of twenty mill- 
ions of Asian subjects,constantly improving 
by their administration in their wealth, in 
their resources and power—a prince so 
circumstanced would have no inconsider- 
able influence, and coulil exercise that in- 
fluence, in the maintenance of the political 
balance. (Cheers.) 1 know, my Lord 
Mayor, it is said that these views, however 
p'ausible, have not been carried into effect, 
and that the Treaty of Berlin already has 
proved to be inadequate to carry the re- 
nults which it aimed at into operation. My 
Lord Mayorr, jf tho grave mattors 
which were settled at Berlin could have 
been settled in twenty-four hours a Con- 
gress Was unnecessary. They migat have 
been settled by post or by the Queen’s mes 
seogers, Whenever a treaty has emanated 
from a great Congress, it has always 
provided that a certain time should be al- 
Jowed tocarry the regulations inw effect. 
The treaty of Berlin is not different from 
other treaties in this respect.

Under the provision of the treaty of Berlin, 
Russia has retired from the Straits of Galli- 
poli, second only in importance to Con- 
stantinople, and by some deemed equiva- 
lent to it. Under the provisions of the 
treaty of Berlin, Russia has restored to the 
Porte the.city of Ezeroum,which soon will, 
in all probability,be the scene of the strong- 
est fortitications in Asia Minor. Under 
the provisions of the treaty of Berlin, the 
Sultan has surrended his fortresses on the 
Danube. _Under the provisions of the 
treaty of Berlin, the Bay of Batoum, which 
it was said could never be obtained except 
by a sanguinary civil war, has been given 
up without shedding a single drop of blood. 
(Cheers.) Under the provisions of the 
treaty of Berlin, at this moment there are 
committees and commissions formed 
of the most able subjects of the 
different states of Europe, arranging the 
lines of demarcation for the different states 
and provinces created by the treaty of Ber- 
.lin, Why, these are the most considerable 
points of the treaty, (Cheers). Little more 
than three months have elapsed, —hardly a 
third, or not much more than one-third, of 
tho time provided by the treaty has elapsed 
—yet these great results have been obra‘ned 
—(cheers) and why are we t» believe that 
all the others—not so important, generally 
speaking —which remain unconcluded will 
not be consummated in the time provided 
by the troaty ? (Cheers). This I can say 
for Her Majesty's Government, that we 
have never received any intimation what- 
ever from any of the signatories of that 
treaty that it is their desire or their iaten- 
tion to evade the’ complete fulfilment of its 
conditions. (Cheers), Unquestionably,in 
setting the affairs of Europe at Berlin, the 
claims on one of the belligerents who, at 
immense sacrifices of men and treasure, had 
conducted the war to a triumphant end 
were considered, and it was necessary that 
their claims should be recognized and con 
sidered. In the first place if the powers weio 
not prepared to recognize and consider 
these claims, the Congress could ney er have 
been held, the war might have gone on, 
and probably a general war would haye 
resulted, but, subject to these considera- 
tions, which were the necessary conse- 
qnence of having conducted a successful 
war o8 Russia has done, the principal 
object of the Congress at Berlin was to 
establish the Sultan as‘ truly independent 
prince, with an adeyvate territory, both 
in Europe and in Asia, and to allow him 
to become a member who would con- 
tribute to the maintenanco of the politi- 
cal equilibrium. ‘That was the policy 
acknowledyed, and that 1s the policy which 
I believe tobe pursued. (Cheers.) I must, 
therofore, disclaim and repudiate those no- 
tions, which [ am greatly surprised have 
been circulated. that the signatories or any 
signatory of the Treaty contemplates the 
possibility of evading or avoiding his en- 
gagements, (Cheers.) Thoy say, ay Lord, 
that in politics you ought to contemplate 
tho impossible. I think it at this moment 
impossible that any of the signatorios of the 
Treaty of Berlin would attempt in any way 
to withdraw from their engagements ; but 
this I can say, on the part of hor Majesty's 
Government, that they will not bo tho sig- 
natory to rotire. (Loud cheers.) a can 
say this on the part of Her Majesty's Goy- 
ernment, that itis their poliny and their 
determination that the Treaty of Berlin 
shall be carried out in spirit and to the 
lotter.

A Whale’s Death Flurry.

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Hunting Packs. 


Tn view of the fact that fox hunting has be- 
come established as a popularsportin Belleville, 
it will doubtless interest our readers to lear 
to what an extent hunting with hounds iz car- 
Tied cn in the mother country. Wo therefore 
reproduce the following information on the 
subject, which appears in a recent issue of the 
London (England) Live Stock Journal :—'* No 
Tess than 168 separate packs of Foxhounds are 
maintained in the United Kingdom—viz , 141 
in England and Wales,§ in Scotland,and 19 in 
Ireland, numbering betweon them an aggre- 
gate of 6,600 couple of hounds, Tho largest 
packiy the Duke of Beaufort’s, with their 
head-quarters at Badminton, Wiltshire, where 
78 couples are maintained overy season, hunt- 
ing five days aweek, The next lorgest pack is 
the Cottesmore, whose kennels at Barley- 
thorpe, near Oldham, accommodate no loss 
than 67 couples of hounds ; and next in order 
of size comes the Berkoley (Gouchestershire), 
or Lord Fitzhardinge’s, with 66} conples, and 
the Belvoir, with the Doke of Rutland. as 
master, with 62 couples. The South Berk- 
shire, the Bicester, tho Fitzwilliam, 
the Hambledon, tho Heythrop, the West 
Kent, the North Staffordshire, the Warwick- 
shir, Sir Watkin Wynn's, and the Earl of 
Retland's packs contains 120 hounds each ; 
the 39 other packs number from 59 conples 
upwards apiece, The smallest pack is the 
Stainton Dale, hunting the country round 
Scarborough with 14 couples. In Scotland 
the Duke of Bucclench maintains the largoat 
numbor of hounds, his pask containing 6f 
couples, the Earl of Eglington’s coming next 
with 60 couples; while in Ireland the Meath 
pack, with Frank Goodall'as huntsman, and 
hunting five days a woek, boasts as many as 
72 couples ; and there are four other packs 
with more than 100 hounds each, Besides 
Fox-hounds, there are 140 packs of Harriers, 
two of which belong to Ireland and 43 to 
Scotland. Those between them number 2,400 
couples, the largest pack being tho Dufforin, | 
with 30 couples of 24 in, Fox-hounds, 
ing round Comber, county Down.

Benudry’areported knighthood. | Ithas crown 
tobe a custom in Canada that Imperial 
honors are granted to Canadians only after 
previous consultation with the Governor- 
Generaland his advisers. Henco if it is 
intended to knight Mr. Beaudry Mr. Bowel! 
will have something to say in the matter. 
Some of our Conservative contemporaries 
reem to be ignorant of these circumstances, 
We hope that neither Mi Beaudry or any 
other man ina similar position will receive 
the honor of knighthood, whether Mr. Bowell

Doubtless the writer of the above consid- 
ers that he has wriggled out of a difficulty 
in a neat and clever, if not in an honorable 
way.

The presentation of addresses to His Ex- 
cellency took place in the Senate Chamber

Puary Gravy. —Mince an onion finely, 
fry it in butter to a dark brown color, then 
add three-quarters of a pint of stock, pep- 
per and salt to taste, a small piece of lean 
ham or bacon minced small,a little Worces- 
ter sauce, aspring of thyme, and one of 
parsley. Let it boil five minutes; put it 
by till wanted, and strain before serving. 

Porato Scatvors,—Boil and mash the 
potatoes soft with a little milk ; beat up 
light with melted butter, a desert-spoon- 
ful for every half-pint of potato; salt and 
pepper to taste ; fill some patty pans or 
buttered scallop shells with the mixture, 
and brown in an oven. Stamp a pattern 
on the top of each ; glaze while hot, with 
butter, and serve in the|shells, 


For No, 2.—Preparejthe fish as before, 
mince it rather coarsely, and then put it in 
layers into a well buttered pan with layers 
of brexd crumbs, little pepper, salt and 
grated nutmeg between each layer, and a 
little butter here and there; pour over a 
little sauce or stock, just sufficient to 
moisten it; lastly add another layer of 
bread crumos, pat the dish into the oven 
and serve very hot, 


HAppock. —Tie!the fish with a string in 
the shape of an S, or with its tail in its 
mouth ; lay it in plenty of cold water, well 
salted. Place the fish kettle on the fire, 
and by the time the water is on the point 
of boiling, the fish, unless it be a very large 
one, should be quite done. Let it drain 
across the kettle and serve with sauce, 
Carer Savuce.—Meltjtwo ounces of but- 
ter in a svucepan, add a tablespoonfal of 
flour ; when the two are well amalgamated, 
add pepper and salt to taste, and rather 
ess than a pint of boiling water; stir the 
Sauce on tho fire until it thickens, and add 
a good allowance of capers, whole or coarse- 
ly chopped, and removing the saucepan 
from the fire, stir into the sauce the yolk of 
un egg beaten up with the juice of half a 
lemon and strained, 


Ocrarep Raspir.—Put into o saucepan 
two ounces of butter,and a couple of onions 
finely sliced ; adda quarter of a pound of 
bacon cut in thin strips, and a rabbit cnt np 
into neat pieces. Toss the whole on the 
fire until the pieces of rabbit are slightly 
browned, then sprinkle over them a heaped 
tablespoonful of curry powder aad as much 
flour ; moisten with two cupfuls of stock, 
add salt to taste, and let the curry simmer 
for about an hour, Lay the Pieces of 
rabbit on a dish within a border of plain- 
boiled rice, skim the sauce, stir into it, off 
the fire, the yolk of an ogg beaten up with 
the juice of half alemon, and pour it over 
the rabbit and serve,

Having already exposed, on sevoral oc” 
casions, that unfortunate penchant for un 
truth which has become inveterate in th® 
Opposition organ, it may serve as wcuriou® 
study in moral pathology if its behaviou? 
after exposure be submitted to the scalpel: 
In thefalso and gratuitous attack upon 
Hon. Mr. Bowell, we have a crucial instance 
of how both the myth is invented, and how | 
it is afterwards qualified, palliated, and | 
then rubbed in again, instead of being 
honestly confessed and withdrawn with the 
best faco possiblo. Nowthese werotho Globe's 
words last!weok:—Itisrumoregl that Mayor 
‘* Beaudry, of Montreal, is to be knight- 
“ed, and that the honor is to be awarded 
“ at the suggestion of Mr. Mackenzie Bowell.” 
That, as on every occasion like the present 
some gobemouches may have speculated up- 
on the possibility of Mr. Beaudry’s being 


dubbed a knight is not at all unlikely, but 


the words we havo italicized indicate a re- 
finement of’ ingenious malice of which 
Madame ‘‘Rumor” is hardly capable. The 
“suggestion” was beyond all question,fabri- 
cated out of whole cloth, by an exemplary 
artizan in one of the journal's branch fib 
manufactories down east. 


Tho Belleville Jntelligencer naturally and 
properly indignant at this unblushing in- 
vention, characterized it by ahomely, but 
forcible monosyllable of three letters, and 
demanded from the Globe a prompt and 
prominent contradiction, Tat the Intelli- 
géencer was exceedingly simple, if it expect- 
ed any such thing as a retractation, we said 
at the timo ; and now what the organ has 
seen fit do lies before us, 

Of course it is shocked at our contem- 
porary’s strong language, as most men are 
who dread the word, rather than the thing 
it represents. Under circumstances of 
gross provocation, its use is tolerated in all 
Tanguages ; and here the justification was 
stronger than it usually is, The malignant 
animus of the inventor in this case was ob- 
vious at a glance. Mr, Bowell has held 
the highest positions in the Orange Order; 
and Mr, Beaudry, we need hardly say, has 
stirred op an amount of indignation in the 
minds of Orangemen, not yetallayed. Mr. 
Bowell is now a Cabinet Minister also, and 
when this is added, the full extent of the 
Globe's malice may be gauged. 

Now for the lucid explanation and de- 
fence. Dr. Watts, in some well-known 
lines, familiar as nursery memories, tells 
us that he who tries to ‘‘dissemble or 
cloak” any fault by forging an untruth, 
duplicates it. In this case, the culprit has 
ingeniously contrived, instead of ‘* making 
it two,” to multiply it six fold. ‘A ru-

child of its own, as im fact it unquestion- 
ably was. The charge against Mr, Bowell, 
it must again be noted, was a thing entire- 
ly apart from the reported knighthood of 
the Mayor, and obviously an irrelevant 
gloss upon a very ordinary rumor. This 
“ramor” was not only ‘‘copied,” but 
made the text of a leading article there, 
where simple Grits used to look for sume- 
thing like a supplementary revelation from 
above. 

We ore not aware that the publieation 
of a “rumor, ” which is false and slander- 
ous, with malicious intent, has ever been 
held a sufficient justification for libel or 
slander; and in this case, the intent is 
sufficiently clear from the want of avy con- 
nection between the subject of the article 
and the paltry insinuation against Mr. 
Bowell. But the richest part of this ig- 
noble defence remains behind. Mr. Bowell, 
says the organ, is a member of the Cabinet; 
now “‘it has grown to be a custom” to con- 
fer knighthood only after consulting the 
Goyernor and his advisers; therefore, it 
continues, not that ‘‘the honor will be 
“ awarded at the suggestion of Mr. Bowell 
—which it is now hardly bold enough to 
assert—but that ‘Mr. Bowell will have 
“ something to say in the matter.” And so 
the future tenso quietly takes the place of 
the past ; the hon. gentleman is relieved of 
all but one-thirteenth of the responsibility; 
and, worst of all, the Globe acknowledges 
the paternity of the convenient ‘rumor 
by endeavoring to palliato it, Could moral 
humiliation descend lower? 

But even this is not all. It is not true 
that the award of knighthood has ever been 
submitted to any Canadian Cabinet. ‘The 
Speakers, Sir Narcisso Bolleau and Sir 
Henry Smith, are referred to, but they 
were knighted by the Prince of Wales in 
public, if not proprio matu, on the adyice 
of the Imperial Minister who stood at his 
elbow. In no case recorded has tho pro- 
priety of awarding Imperial honors been 
tho subject of an Order in Council or of 
consideration within the walls of the Coun- 
cil Chamber, so far as appears ; in fact the 
probabilities aro altogethor the other way. 
Individual Ministers may have been ques- 
tioned as to the character and social status 
of those upon whom the Crown contem- 
plated to confer dignity ; but under no th 
ory of responsible government that has yet 
been heard of, can tho Cabinet, still less an 
individual member of it, singled out solely 
for the purpose of slandering him, be held 
responsible either for the advico or for tho 
honor. Itis simply untrue that the Mayor 
of Montreal, shoulil he bo knightod, owes 
it in any conceivable shape or for roul or 
constructive, to the suggestion of Mr. Bow- 
cll. Having mado the most of its untrath, 
this is how the organ endeavors to flounder 
ignominiously out of it.

_ case is that thatin the first place Canadian 


vessels were prohibited by the United 
States Government from wrecking in the 
waters under their control, and after this 
had been borne with patiently for a long 
time—after repeated remonstrance from our 
Government had failed to secure a rectifiz 
cation of the wrong—then tho late Govern- 
ment passed an Order in Council which had 
precisely the same effect upon United 
States vessels that the regulation of the 
United States had upon Canadian vessels. 
This was one of the few actions of Mr. 
Mackenzie’s administration which secured 
the hearty endorsation of the whole people 
of the Dominion, irrespective of politics, as 
being a step in the right direction. 

Our neighbors of the United States haye 
had so many privileges accorded to them 
by Canada that they seem to consider the 
people of the Dominion solely as their serfs 
and vassals. They have had control of the 
Canadian markets for their manufactures, 
whilst their markets have been shut against 
those of this country ; they have defrauded 
us of our rights,hought and paid for with a 
generous equivalent under tho Treaty of 
Washington, by placing a dnty on lobstor 
cans and shutting our vessels out of their 
canals ; and having inyariably had the best 
of eyery bargain with Canada, they now 
sqairm and cry out because a movement 
has been made towards retaliation. This 
course of treatment may probably bring 
our neighbors to their senses, and when 
they feel impelled to do justice in regard 
to the subject in question and to rectify 


other grievances, they will find that the } 


Canadian authorities are quite willing to 
meet them half way.

Governmental Hconomy. 


Tn contradiction to the assertions of their 
opponents, the Government have been ef- 
fecting material reductions in the different 
departments by dismissing useless officials. 
Another practical measure of economy is a 
reduction in the expense of adyert ising, 
which the London Herald explains as fol- 
lows :--“‘ We have the best reasons for the 
belief that the prosent Government is aware 
of the fact that a great part of tho existing 
misery of the country has been the result 
of the reckless oxtravagance, an extrava- 
#ance for which thero was no rational oc- 
casion, Asan illustration of tho policy of 
the new Government wo may say that the 
cost of Government advertisements in the 
newspapers has been already reduced 
twenty-five per cent, or in other words, the 
work that Mr, Mackenzie paid ono hundred 
dollars for is now being done by the Con- 
servative papers for Boventy-five. Itis an 
actual fact that the moment the Grits ob- 
tained power, the Grit papers demanded— 
andjobtained—a one-fourth incroase on the 
prices that the Conservative papers had 
been receiving. This shows what theso 
sheots regard as ‘‘ economy.” Sir John has 
reduced the price of Government advortis- 
ing to the same rate that he left it in 
1873.”

Tho Madoo Railway Bonus. 


‘At the meeting of the Municipal Council | 
| of the Township of Madoe, held on Satur- | 
| day, November 80th, that body had beforo 
| it, aa wo loarn from a report in tho Review, 
| Mosars, Hector Cameron, Q.0., and A, F. 
| Wood, represonting tho contractor for the 
| Rollovillo and North Hastings Railway and | 
| tho Railway Company respectively. ‘Tho 
| report, which is vory briof, informs us that 

Messrs. Cameron and Wood asked that the 

debentures representing the bonus granted 

by tho people of tho municipality be placed 
n-| in tho hands of tho Trustees appointed for 
that purposo; but the Council refused to 
grant the request, on tho ground that the 
Ostober, that the By-law had consequently 
Hiapsed, and that therefore thoy had no 
» | power to issue the debentures.

On this tho Review remarks editorially,

We have 
no dosire, wish or intention of dictating to 
the members of the Council what thoy should 
or should not do in the promises, but we have 
a right to express our opinion on this matter, 
or any other which effects the public at largo. 
Therefore, we believe that beforo taking this 
action, dr assuming the responsibility of put- 
ting the township into. law suit which may 
possibly oost thousands of dollars, wth the 
probability of gotting beaten, thoy should call 
4 public meeting of the r tepayers and got an 
expression of their views. Simply because 
soma of the ratopayera who wero present on 
that day patted them on the baek,and adyised 
them to “stand firm and do their duty like 
men,’ is no reason why ‘they should have 
thought that all tho residents of the township 
wore of one mind and wishod to got rid of 
paying the bonus. ‘There are many of tho 
ratepayers who believe that the township 
should pay the bonus, that they aro justly 
entitled to pay it, and more than that, they 
are willing to pay it, But without consult- 
ing thom in the matter the Council haye as- 
sumod the whole responsibility, because they 
believed that tho moye was a popular one, 
and they would be supported in it by 4 ma- 
jority of the people, ‘The reason given by 
the Council for their action is that the By-law 
has lapsed, and that thoy have no power to 
give the Debentures to tho Trustees, ever if 
thoy felt disposed to do so, ‘This may or may 
not be a good reason, but we fancy it 
is ono which could be easily oyercome it the 
mombors of the Council were willing. to per- 
forsa their part of the contract.

As.the road is now finished, or yery nearly 
so, throughout ; as a considerable amount 
of freight has been carried over it ; as ar- 
rangements haye been made with the Grand 
Trunk to operate it for the carriage of pas- 
sengers and freight ; and as the line is now 
in such a condition that all the anticipated 
benefits cap. be, derived from, jts operation, 
strued the law with a literalness which 
bears very harshly and unfairly upon the 
Company and upon the contractor, whose 
operations have been prosecuted with 
energy and in good faith, and who’has only 
fallen a few days behind the time stipulat- 
ed for the completion of his contract, 


That litigation will ensue should the 
Council persist in their determination there 
can be no doubt ; but we hope that at their 
next mecting, which is to take placo on the 
16th inst., they will recede from the posi- 
tion which they haye taken and carry out 
the intention of the ratepayers, who, we 
venture to assert, never desired to place so 
exact a restriction in point of time upon a 
contractor whose operations were 50 satis- 
factorily constructed as those of Mr, Bick- 
ford haye been, though laboring under 
many difticulties,

The 
natural music is hoard when the wind blows 
fromthe north, and as it subsides low, 
plantive notes, resembling voices of an in- 
visible choir, aro heard. It has been com 

pared to the chant of the nuns at tho 
Trinita de Monti in Rome, with which all 
travellers are familiar. The offect is im- 
pressive. Tourists have been awakened at 
night in the yicinity under the impression 
that chimes of bells were ringing afar off, 
and that thoir tones were rippling over the 
lako. The mystic bells of Manitoba have 
acquired such reputation that travellers are 
neyer satisfied unless they are heard, and 
often spend days there waiting for tho 
blowing of the north wind. The Ojibways 
have a number of poetic legends about their 
Speaking God, whum they profoundly re- 
vere,

The resolution does not raise that 
issue, -Itis framed in compliance with the 
act which provides that except for preventing 
or repelling invasion or under other sudden 
or urgent necessity the consent of both Houses 
must be obtained before any part of the revenueg 
of India can be applied to defray the expenses 
of any military operation beyond the frontier 
of India, . The resolution will raise the whole 
question of the Government’s policy in both 
Houses, the question’ of the distribution of 
bardens of war being loft for future dosision. 


A Vienna despatch says, the ministerial 
crisis at Constantinople has produced a very 
unfavorable impression here. Kheiredden, 
the new Grand Vizier, is one of Austria's 
bittorest adversaries: he urged the Sultan to 
forsibly resist the Austrian occupation of the 
Turkish territory. Ho is regarded here as an 
unscrupulous schemer, capable of hastening 
Torkey to her ruin, The change of ministry 
is believed to be mainly attributable to Rus- 
sian intrigue,

while a third walks boldly out the front 
door,having buta feeblo moral senso. Mark 
Bonamy, for instance, would not have been 
troubled by Whittaker’s doubts. His easy, 
going egotism, his calm confidence that his 
own purposes and welfare were of the first 
importance, would have furnished a premiso 
from which to draw any convenient conclu- 
sion.

First in order of seniority, the ‘* Working- 
mon’a Temperance Association” deserves hon- 
orablo mention, It was first organized in 1858, 
and consequently is twenty years old. It has 
had members from every rank of society, and 
the amount of good accomplished through its 
agenoy,—during all these years—is simply in. 
calculable. The membership is over 200 at 
present, who are indeed Working Temper- 
ance Men. Fight years ago, when tho Rev. 
J. Farrelly, V.G., came to this town, there 
was no Temperance Society in connection 
with tho Roman Catholic Church, Feeling 
the importance of this work, he at once in- 
stituted one called the ‘ Holy Cross,” of 
which for six years, Mr. Costello was tho on- 
ergetic president. It reached those that no 
othor society could, and rescued many who 
otherwise would havo found a drunkard’s 
grave. Over 200 were enrolled as members 
atone time. We hope its officers and friends 
will continue their good work, so nobly be- 
gon. 

Three years ago the ‘* Woman's Christian 
Temperance Association " was formed. The 
town was divided into districts and~two 
ladies appointed on each, to visit from house 
to house, to get every woman to sign “the 
pledge and exert her influence over the mem- 
bers of her own household, to avoid the use 
of intoxicating drink. ‘That over 900 have 
been induced to do #0, is some proof, surely, 
of the amount of energy expended, and of suce 
cess realized. In connection with this society, 
a “ Band of Hope,” numbering between four 
and five hundred children, has been -with a 
few intermissions—in successful operation, 
The ‘Good Templars” reorganized their 
Lodge about a year ago and have over 100 
members at present. Bleecker St, Methodist 
Church has a young people's Literary and 
Temperance Sociaty, extending its helpful in- 
fluence among those living in that part of the 
city. We would not think for one momeng 
that these Ggures include all the ‘Temperance 
people in the city. There are doubtless many 
on the right side who do not belong to any 
organization, but whose influence is ever 
against the liquor traffic. Now that the old 
year is going so fast and the New Year so 
close fo us, ix it not a good time to gather 
what encouragment is possible from the past, 
and each, unitedly to do more in the future 
to save those we love from the effects of this 
terrible curse.r We bolieve the Temperance 
cause will prosper in the future,as never here- 
tefore, and our beautiful City of Relleville 
shall not be given up to the legions of the 
evil one.

THH FERRY. 


The keeping up constantly,at all seasons, 
of unbroken communication with the 
County of Princo Edward is 4 matter the 
importance of which every resident of this 
city—every business man especially—will 
readily admit. The trade drawn thence to 
Belleville is large and steadily growing,and 
tholoss of any portion of it ought to be pro- 
yided against byall legitimate means, whilst 
itsencouragement ought to be kept steadily 
in view. Tho farmers of Ameliasburg and 
adjacent townships have learned by exper- 
jence that Belleville ia the most profitable 
place at which to dispose of their surplus 
products and to make their purchases, asa 
ready sale of their wares at the highest 
prices can always be had inthis, the most 
largely populated place within many miles, 
whilst the keen competiton in business 
amongst our merchants and storekeepers 
ensures that all articles which they 
purchase shall be reasonable in price. 
Thus the Prince Edward people who trade 
herehaye the double advantage of selling in 
tho dearest and buying inthe cheapest mar- 
ket which is accessible to them, and there- 
fore there is nothing to wonder atin the 
fact that greater numbers of them come to 
deal in this city every year. But there is 
one great draw back to this mutually pro- 
fitable business, and that is the fact that 
usually, for from a week to ten days in the 
early part of the winter and for about the 
same time in the spring, when the ice 
has been formed on the bay and when it 
s about to break up, the steam ferry 


boat is unable to ron, horses and yehicles 
cannot be brought Across, ANd usw ~—anc- 


quence farmers are deterredfrom coming to 
town and great injury is dono to the busi- 
ness of this city, as the producers whomust 
sell and buy somewhere, seek other places 
to dosowhen shut out from Belleyille. 
So greatly has this inconvenience been felt, 
and so serious has the drawback above 
spoken of been considered, that in order 
to do away with it the project of building 
a bridge across the bay from Zwick’s Island 
to the Ferry Point, at an estimated cost of 
$120,000, has found many advocates on 
both sides of the water, and a number of 
wealthy residents of Ameliasburg have at 
different times declared themselves ready 
to subscribe very liberally from their own 
means to aid the building of a bridge, 


Were the finances of the city in a con- 
dition to warrant theexpenditure necessary 
for the construction of a bridge, we should 
unhesitatingly support such a project ; but 
unfortunately the financial position will 
not warrant such an undertaking at the 
present. Therefore, as the necessities of 
the caso can be met by the placing of a ferry 
steamer fit to battle with the ice—a boat 
which can keep a passage open when the 
ice first forms, until it becomes strong 
enough to bear teams with safety, and 
which can break up the ice in the spring 
when it becomes unsafe for horses—on the 
ferry service at Belleville, we are content 
toadvocate the latter project, Such a 
steamer would be required to be larger and 
more powerful than the Prince Edward, 
and being flat on the bottom would draw 
leas water and so probably be able to run 
from the landing at the foot of Dundas 
Streot. That the project isa feasible one 
we have not tho slightest doubt, and we 
also believe that the present lessee of th® 
ferry would do his part towards securing its 
consummation. It is incumbent upon the 
City Council to take the matter up now, 
as the necessities of the case are more sen- 
aibly felt at present than they will be again 
until the breaking up of the ice in the 
spring. And besides, should it be deter- 
mined to build a steamer of the class indi- 
cated, and of wood,the work could be done 
hore during the winter. 


We trust that no timo will be lost in the 
matter, as the Prince Edward Railway will 
be completed next year, and if a number of 
those residents of Prince Edward who at 
present trade in Belleville are driven from 
our market by insuflicient ferry accom- 
modation, and avail themselves of the rail- 
way to seek other markets, the loss to the 
trade of the city will be directly chargeable 
to the lack of enterprise of its citizons, 

Theso are but the outlines of the scheme, 
Tho details can be arranged by the Council 
when thoy enter upon it,

Meilleur, the first Superintendent of Edu- 
cation forthe Province of Quebec, who 
died at his residence, German street, on 
the 6th atthe age of eighty-three years, 
He was born in St, Laurent, was educated 
at the Montreal Callege, and took his de- 
gree as Doctor of Medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Middlesborough, Vt. For upwards 
of twenty yearshe was actively engaged 
in the cause of education, and published in 
1876 a very valuable work entitled “Me- 
morial del’Education du Bas Canada, ” 
being a history of the principal facts relat- 
ing to education between 1615 and 1865.

which have been circulated for weeks past. 
They say the books show thatthe bank is 
solvent. The directors hope to reconstruct 
the bank. The West of England & South 
Wale? District Bank had forty-two branch- 
es. Its liabilities are $17,500,000, and the 
asse ts are stated at the same amount ; but 
as they consist of local bills not negotiable 
in London, the Bank of England has refus- 
ed to advance upon them. The run upon 
the bank has been so persistent that the 
cash in hand is estimated at only $1,250,000, 
The share-holders number 2,000, and their 
liability is unlimited. ” 


Tue Ruopors Rerort.—The alleged 
sufter‘ngs.of the Christians inBulgaria wero 
made the ostensible reason for the in- 
terference of Russia withthe affairs of 
Turkey. But the Rhodope Report shows 
that the Mussulmans have been treated in- 
fnitely worse. The inquiry was conducted 
by a commissionin which England, France, 
Germany, Austria, Italy, Prussia, and 
Torkey were represented, According to the 
repous, signed by the English, French, 
Italian, and Turkish commissioners, the 
Mahommedan population has suffered the 
most outrages. At Harmanti 2,000 child- 
ren were drowned. A witness, named Ab- 
dullah, had seen 83 persons decapitated in 
one village. At Selir 16 of the inhabitants 
were murdered. At Sannakoff the young 
women carried off. had 
their heads cut off ; sons were dismember- 
ed in the presence of their mothers ; little 
children were thrown up end sabred as 
they tell. We cannot, in the space of an 
article, give any idea of this fearful record 
of savagery. We never yet read anything 
80 horrible, yet the history of war abounds 
in horrors.

Tue Nite Invypstion.—The Nile inunda- 
tion proves to have been more serious than at 
first reported.

The Ameer’s Reply Comes Too 
Late. 


BUT IS NULLIFIED BY A 
OND LENSER. 


Advances on Jellalabad—An Open 
Road to Candahar. 


FLIGHT OF THE AMEER FROM 
CABUL. 

Lanorz, Dec, 7.—Tho letter which Lord 
Lytton announced Major Cayagnari had re- 
ceiyed from Shere Ali was the Ameer’s 
answer to the Viceroy’s ultimatum. 

The reply of the Ameer to the Viceroy’s 
ultimatum has been received by the Indian 
Government. It is dated the 19th of No- 
vember, but having reached Dakka before 
the 30th of that month, it is believed to have 
been re-written after the receipt of the 
news of the capture of Ali Musjid. The 
Ameer criticizes the profossed friendly in- 
tentions of the British Government, and 
alludes to its action in the past, especially 
its intercession with Yakoob Khan, as con- 
tradictory of such intentions. Tho Ameer 
explains that his refusal to recoive the 
mission was intended to be hostile, but 
arose from a fearof the lossof his indepen- 
dence,an apprehension which was confirmed 
by an allusion in the ultimatum to protec- 
tion being given to the Khyberees, who 
had been engaged in escorting the mission. 
The Ameer declares that no enmity oxists 
between Afghanistan and the British 
Government. He desires to resume the 
former friendly relations, and finally states 
that he will not resist the visit of a small 
temporary mission. 

A Lahore correspondent says :—‘‘As tho 
Ameer's letter Pps no willingness to 
comply with the Viceroy's specific demands, 
operations will proceed with if possible,more 
activity in consequence of the Ameer’s 
irresolution, so as to acquire as much as 
possible before he submits.” 

It is rumored that an advance on Jella- 
labad has been ordered,and that the Ameer 
has fled to Turkestan. 

It is reported that the Ameer fled because 
of arovolution in Cabul.

Turveydrop out of His Latitude, 


(From the Monetary Times.) 
Strangers coming to North America have 
sometimes suffered from not taking into 
account the danger of exposure to a climate | 
more severe than that which they have 
been accustomed to, and the same neglect 
has bormetimes proved fatal even to natives. 
The celebrated Spurzhoim fell a victim to 
this want of precaution, when on a visit to 
Boston, Maas., with the result that his lec- 
turing tour ended in Mount Auburn. A 
young lady, in Toronto, a couple of winters 
ago, thinly dressed for an evening party, 
took a chill at her own door and in two 
1ours Wasa corpse. In spite of the notor- 
iety of such facts as these, the ladies of 
Conada have been inconsiderately asked to 
expose themselves to no little danger in 
paying homage to the Princess Louise and 
her husband, the new Governor-General of 
Canada. The order, signed by Col. Little- 
ton, required that ladies should appear at 
the reception at Montreal, in low-necked 
dresses ; it was afterwards so far modified 
as to admit dresses cut square in the front, 
proyided the wearers were each armed with 
a doctor's certificate showing that the state 
ofher health required this precaution. 
The remains of a mammoth found some- 
where near Rice Lake, are shortly to be 
exhibited at the federal capital ; and many 
discreet persons thick that an order should 
be issued that Behemoth be not allowed to 
appear without a ring in hia nose, a bit in 
his mouth and a crupper under his tail, to 
show that the monster was the contempor- 
ary and servant of man. These questions of 
etiquette are simply overwhelming to the 
ordinary mind ; but climatic exigencies are 
easily understood. The life and health of 
the fair daughters of Canada are matters 
of interest to us all; und it would be im- 
possible to extort a general consent that 
they should be unnecessarily exposed. 
There are some formalities which most 
people, including all sensible people, can 
afford to dispense with ; but undue expos- 
ure of health and life isa crime, and is so 
treated by most civilized countries, not 
reckoning China among them. If a person 
unnecessarily exposes his own life and 
loses it in consequence, he may be held 
guilty of self murder A case of this kind 
is now before the United States courts ; 
the Life Insurance Companies refusing to 
pay the amount insured to the survivors, 
on the ground of suicide. If a person 
causes another to expose himself, and death 
results, a still more serious charge would 
lie, We pay large sums every year to im- 
port new lives ; we are the more bound to 
cherish and protect those we already pos- 
sess. As for the doctor’s-certificate-expe- 
dient, no true weman will demean herself 
by resorting to it, and consenting to under- 
go the ordeal which it implies. 


Col, Littleton’s order was of course not 
intended to furnish enough red tape to hang 
a person with. In one respect, its ludicrous 


espect is the most serinna_- since ridicule 
wxoous contempt, and people aro always 


disposed to resent anything that appears 
like an affront. The damage which this 
preposterous order is likely to do will be 
modified by the comparative fewness of the 
number who would think of attending a 
presentation. Viewed in this light, the 
order issued at Halifax to the effect that 
“no vehicles excepting landaus, barouches 
and broughams, with pairs of horses and 
properly attired drivers” would be a‘lowed 
to appear in the procossion that was to wel- 
come the new Governor-General and_ his 
wife, is even more ill-advised and likely to 
be mofe mischievous ; because there is not 
the same limit to the number of persons 
who would desire to show their good will 
in this way. It is dangerous to do any 
vhing that can be tortured into the sem- 
blunce of spurning the devotion of the 
humbler class of the people ; and if all 
who cannot afford to set up two-horse car- 
riages and flunkies are told to stand aloof 
and not presume to express their joy at the 
presence of anew Governor-General who, 
besides undeniable literary merits, has the 
transcendent merit of having married a 
daugbter of the Queen, the rebuff cannot 
be expected to be taken in good part. 
Furthermore, the matter has an_econo- 
mic side, Such regulations imply that per- 
sons who do not possess low-necked dress- 
es to ‘go to court” in must get them. 
Many will obey the behest whether they 
can afford it or not, and the result will be 
debt and extravagance in many quarters at 
atime when the country most needs econo- 
my and simplicity. If time, or further re- 
ception processions permitted, we should 
probably find some people even going the 
length of ordering the prescribed carriage, 
deeming that their duty to royalty required 
their appearance en carrosse. 

This fol-de-rol and tomfoclery may as 
well stop at once, when the sum of the 
mischief it has done can nearly be measur- 
ed in the smilo it has called up on the lips 
of sensible people. The habits, the cus- 
toms and the manners of our people are, 
we trust, neither boorish nor rude ; but 
such as they are, and whatever they are, 
they are their own, and are quite compa- 
tible with the allegiance Canada owes and 
is willing to pay; any attempt, suddenly

fail, and for such an attempt, folly would 
be s name by no means sufficiently expres 
sive.

Is the Potato Doomed? 


Oor agricultural exchanges are dev 
considerable space to discussions on the ale 
leged deterioration of the potato and the | 
possiblo causes thereof. Judging from 
the letters of some Eastern correspondents, 
whero the crop has been a general failure, 
one would think the tuber hac 
hopeless decline, which 
the Colorado beetle with a Pretty good | 
show of circumstantial evidence, ‘They 
argue that a luxuriant and mature growth 
of leaves is necessary to insure a full sup- | 
ply of starch in the potato, and that the | 
larve of the potato bug, by destroying the 
leaves while the tubers ‘are atill growing | 
and before they are fully ripened, renders | 
them unfit for seed, The potatoes, they say, | 
may be largo and well formod, but if. the | 
leaves are injured by bugs, an excess of | 
Paris green, or any other canso, the pota- | 
toes lack the quality of producing perfect 
potatoes again, and the injury to the leaves | 
continue year after year, the tubers con- | 
tinue to grow more soggy and unwholesome, | 
as these qualities become, in a sense, heredi- | 
tury. 

There is undoubtedly much truth in this, 
the quality of the potato crop, like any 
other crop,depending largely on the quality 
of the seed ; but we do not share the foro- 
bodings of these writers that the potato ia 
doomed, or that it is time to look around 
for its substitute. During the 292 years | 
since Sir Walter Raleigh carried the first 
potato from the New World to the Old, it 
has met a thousand enemies more formid- 
able than the Colorado beetle, and has out- 
lived them all. In all the qualities that 
make it prized as a farinaceous and pal- 
atable esculent, it has steadily 
under intelligent cultivation, and, we be- 
lieve, will continue to do so for ages to come, 
The large, mealy and nutritious peachblow 
of to-day is as much euperior to the small 
watery root known to Sir Walter, as is the 
golden pippin to the small and gnarled 
native apple from which it has been devel- 
oped. As old varieties die out, or degener- 
ate, new and more vigorous varieties take 
their place and the failure is never total or 
universal. In Osceola county, and no 
doubt in many other countries in Michigan, 
the past season, the beetles did not attack 
the late potatoes, and thesa are as nature 
and perfect as could be desired for seed or 
any othor purpose. If Eastern farmers 
dare not trust potatoes of their own raising; 
they have only to stop their lamentations 
and order their seed next season from 
Michigan. 

We see a correspondent of the Country 
Gentleman attributes the failure of his crop 
to the fact that he cut his seed potatoes 

two or three weeks before they were plant- 
ed. We cannot speak from experience on 
that question ; bnt we very much doubt 
the correctness of his conclusion. In Great 
Britain, and especially in Ireland, where 
everything depends on the success of his 
crop, it is not unuaualto cut the potatoes 
intended for seed early in winter, and save 
them till the planting season. The reason 
assigned for this is that the part cut dries 
and hardens on its surface, and is not so 
liable to root if planted in moist soil. Why 
it should have a contrary effect in this 
country is not apparent.—Detroit Tribune.

a kind of intelligence that cannot be had 
elsewhere. . There is something in the 
yaried products of our continent, and their 
movements across its Yast spaces which is 
akin to this, and which in ways somewhat 
alike, give us interest and intelligence by 
their constant instruction in great facts 
The intercourse growing out of the grand 
division of ouragriculture adds strength to 
our hopes of a-high civilization, which 
spring from the fact that a common lan- 
guage will be used on this broad continent.

INTERCOURSE AND COMMON SPEECH 
will give to literature andthe arts a wide 
field, and to those who serve the republic 
ample rewards.

Indebtedness of the County, and 
Improper Application of the 
Sinking Fund. 


To the Editor of the InteVigencer. 
Sin,—According to promise, 1 now under- 
take to explain how our County affairs have 
been managed by our County Council. I first 
propose to consider the improper application 
of the Sinking Fund. This mattecwas bronght 
up by Mr. Peck, the Deputy Reeve of Thur- 
low, who deserves the thanke of the tax ayers 
for no doing, an this system of borrowing the 
sinking fund seems to have been car ied on 
in such ‘a manner that the taxpayers did not 
understand the mode nor extent to Which thia 
improper and illegal borrowing of tho sivking 
fund was carried on; and I vontere to assert 
that thoy will bo amazed to learn that §52,- 
699,71 of th’y sinking fund has beon borrowed 
to pay the ordinary expenses of the County, and 
only assessirg the County for the remainder 
sufficient to carry on the affairs of the County; 
thereby leading the taxpayers to believe that 
our County affairs were carried on in an eco- 
nomical manner, notwitbstandiog our indebt- 
edness, including our Railway bonuses; apd 
everything pass d along quietly till the whole 
of the sinking fond (not invested) was ox- 
hausted. It appcarsfrom the return from the 
County Treasurer, that the system of borrow- 
ing the Sinking fand commenced jn 1866) un- 
der'A. F. Wood as Warden. That year $7,- 
000 was estimated and collected to carry on 
the ai-irs of the County. Yet the expendi- 
tare was $11,401.12,—x0 that year $4,401.12 
was borrowed. The next, Dr. Boulter was 
Warden, and the estimates were $8,000, 
and the expenditures were $13,833.22, so that 
$5,833.22 was borrowed that year, Tho next 
year, 1868, A. F. Wood was Warden. Tho 
estimates were $9,609, and the expenditures 
$16,136.91, consequently:$6,536.91 were bor- 
rewed ; and in 1869 A. FL. Wood wes Warden ; 
the estimates were $14,C09, and expenditares 
$16, 207.49,—and that year the amount was 
only $2,207.49. In 1870 Mr. Wood was War- 
den, and the estimates were $5,000, and the 
expetiditures were $18,420, 91,—covsequently 
that year $13,420.91 was borrowed. The next 


Municipal Act provides :—‘‘That all deben- 
“tures iasued before the first day of January 
“1867 by Municipal Corporations under any 
* By-law and based upon the yearly value of 
“‘ rateable property atthetime of passing such 
“By-law shail hold the order of oriority 
‘‘which they occupied on the said first day 
“‘ of January, 1867,and each Municipality (hay- 
“ing eo iasucd debentures) shall levy a rate 
‘fon the actual real value of the rateable pro- 
** porty within the Municipality represented 
‘sufficient to produce asum equal: to that 
“‘leviable or produced on the yearly yaluo of

hostilenow. Furthermore, whilst Mr. Carty 
wright had! téi! mhilliéns 6f surplus, which 
acorucd \during -the, admirietration of his 
predecessors, with-which to-dazde the eyes 
of the British capitalists, Mr. Tilley’ had/ 
nothing but an-array of deficits to show 
them. So perceptible, therefore, were the 
difficulties with which our Minister.of Fi. 
nance had to contend, that. the Montreal 
Journal of Commerce, the high standing of 
whichas Aghtamercial Journal is well known, 
expressed in its last issue a just appreciation 
of the situation by saying, “‘ We eannot of

ronvlt Was that but £1,019,000 were tendered 
for, on the appdinted day, it the rate of 
£ 28 Gd, being 2s 6d above the minimum 
price, or a premium of about $10,000 in 
all, This intelligence was accepted by the 
Opposition press in Canada with something 
very like satisfaction, and with a too edger 
haste born of their wishes in the matter, 
the Globe and other Grit journals announe- 
od the failuro of the loan. But the loan 
was not a failurg,as a cable talogram on the 
10th announced that the balance had been 
taken at the minimum rate, and the pro- 
phots of evil have been covered with con- 
fyaion.

HOUSE OF LOKDS 


Lonpon, Dec, 10, 
Tho debate in the House of Lords was re- | 
suined to-day 
Lord Beaconsfield warmly attacked the 
Opposition’s misorable criticism of details, 
and earnestly denounced the ‘peace at any 
price” policy. 
The amendment censuring the Govern- 
ment was rejected by a vote of 201 to 65. 
The resolution that the expenses of the 
Afghan war bo defrayed from the Indian 
roventie was adopted without division. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Lonpon, Dec, 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon, Earl Stanhope said the 
Council of India intended to increase the 
native army of India by 15,000men. They 
were not sending any fresh soldiers from 
England. 
In the House of Commons to-day the 
debato on Mr, Whitbread’s resolution, con- 
suring the Government for their Afghan 
policy, was resumed. 
Lord Manners, Postmaster-General, de- 
clared that the Government must prosecute 
the war until the Ameer has submitted, 
Mr. Gladstone pointed out the probability 
that the Ameer would flee instead of sub- 
mitting, in which case the Government 
would have to ocoupy.the country, He de- 
clared that the official correspondence con- 
cerning Afghanistan contained misstate- 
ments. He invoighed strongly against the 
course of the Government. At the close of 
his speech, there was prolonged cheering. 
Lord George Hamilton replied to Mr- | 
Gladstone.

Lord Dufferin’s Return to 
Treland. 


GRAND BANQUET IN ULSTER HALL 


| 
Buxrast, Nov, 27, 1878. 

There can be no greater evidence of the 
esteem and regard for Lord Dufferin, and 
his great popularity in the North of Ire- 
land, than the enthusiasm which greeted 
him at the magnificent banquet which was 
held last evening, the 26th November, at 
the Ulster Hall. There were were present 
over 400 noblemen and gentlemen from the 
great Province of Ulster. Sellom, if everr 
war thére a more distinguished nssomnbly 
gathered within the walls of the monster 
building,the scene of so many splendid dem- 
onstrations. It was pre-eminently a repre- 
sentative gathering of all that was influen- 
tinl, respectable, wealthy and refined in the 
North of Ireland. Party politica were en- 
tirely hushed ; religious feuds slumbered in 
peace ; rival jealousies were buried for the 
occasion. Noblemen and gentlemen, lay 
and clerica), naval and military, knights 
and baronets,members of Parliament, bank- 
ers and merchants, official dignitaries, high 
and low, Tories and Whigs, Catholics and 
Protestants, were all there, and vied with 
each other in doing honor to one who ia as 
much esteemed in Ireland as he is beloved 
in Canada. Since the idea was first mooted 
of entertaining him at a public banquet, 
the resolution to give it practical effect re- 
ceived the unanimous approval and support 
of the public, and culminatad in the auspi- 
cious celebration of last night, The Hall 
presented a very choice appearance, being 
handsomely decorated with flags and ban- 
nerets. A trophy of parti-colored ensigns, 
with the Royal arms in the centre, and 
surmounted with the emblematic hand of 
Ulster, over-canopied the chairman’s seat, 
On eaci: side was the letter “‘D” in gold, 
in honor of the guest of the evening. The 
orchestra was ornamented with a profusion 
of evergreens. Lord Dufferin entered the 
Hall about half past seven o'clock, accom- 
panied by the Mayor (Sir John Preston, J. 
P.), Lord Londonderry, and a number of 
distinguished gentlemen, when the entiro 
assembly greeted him by rising to their 
feet, and testifying to the cordiality of 
their reception by prolonged applause, the 
band of the 104th Fusiliers, which was lo- 
cated on the orchestra, playing, ‘‘ See, the 
Conquering Hero Comes.” The balcony 
was graced with the presence of a number 
of ladies (including Lady Dufferin) whose 
brilliant costumes imparted additional lus- 
tre to the scene. ‘Lhe Mayor presided, 
and on his right hand sat the guest of the 
evening, the Earl of Dufferin, Major Hall, 
D. L., J-P.; the Marquis of Londonderry, 
Lord Waveney, Most Rev. Dr. Dorrian, 
Sir Chas, Lanyon, Hon, Edward O'Neil, 
M. P.; Right Hon. Hugh Law, Q. O., M. 
P.; James Chaine, M. P.; William Ewart, 
M. P.; Colonel Greeme. Immediately to 
his left sat James Owens, D. L.; General 
Viscount Templetown, the Lord Bishop of 
Down and Connor and Dromore, Major- 
General Bell, the Hon, Robert O'Neill, 
Sir Thomas Bateson, Rev. Dr. Henry, 
President Queen’s College, Belfast ; Sir 
Edward Coey, D. M.; J. P. Corry, M. P.; 
Colonel Forde, E. J. Harland, J. P.; Max- 
well O. Close, M. P.; T. Dickson, M. P. 


‘After the usual standard toasts had been 
proposed and loyally responded to, 

The Mayor rose amid loud cheers to pro- 
pose the toast of the evening. He said— 
My lords, ladies and gentlemen, the toast 
that I have now the honor to propose 18, 
par excellence, the toast of the evening, for 
it is ‘! The health of our distinguished 
guest,the Earl of Dufferin.” (Loud cheers. ) 
Many now present had the pleasure of at- 
tending a banquet in this hall, given to the 
noble lord in bidding him farewell and 
wishing him God-speed in his mission to 
Qanada. While ubsent, distance did not 
loosen the tie of friendly feeling. (Hear, 
hear.) We read from time to time with 
lively interest the accounts ot his dis- 
tinguished career—a career not only dis- 
tinguished as giving proof of the qualities 
ofa statesman of the highest order, but 
also ag evincing the greatest desire to con- 
ciliate parties and to allay jealousies ; to 

romote the industries, education and com- 
forts of the people of that great Dominion ; 
and at the same time, to elevate their 
tastes, so as to win their esteem, confidence 
and affection, (Cheers.) In such wise 
Lord Dufferin finished his mission in Can- 
ada, now a matter of history. We trust 
the noble lord my long be spared look back 
with pleasure and satisfaction on his well 
won honors ; and to whatever latitude he 
may be invited in the future, or whatever 
duties he may be called on to administer in 
the service of the country, sure we are he 
will be found well qualified to undertake 
and carry out those duties with credit to 
himself and advantage to the country, and 
to the roll of Irishmen whose names adorn 
tho history of their native land.

(Hear, hear,) For it 
Aust bo admitted that the success and repu- 


tation of a colonial governor are almost as 


much dependent upon his good fortune as 
upon his conduct. For instance, he may find 
himself called upon to deal with probloms 
thomsclves impossible of solution. He may 
fall upon times of popular discontent which 
others have engendered,and be compelled to 
reap the whirlwind which his predecessors 
had sown; he may be ground to powder be- 
tween the contentions of never populous 
political factions ; he may be betrayed by 
his ministers ; or thwarted by the pervetso 
legislation of his Parliament ; nature her- 
self might rise up against him, and the 
period of his administration be signalised 
by providential calamities, by famine, war, 
pestilence or commercial disaster. All trials 
of this nature, except perhaps the latter, L 
have been mercifully spared. (Loud ap- 
plause,) ‘The past six years of iny life have 
spent amongst a population it was a delight 
to rule and serye. (Loud cheers.) Intelli- 
gent, industrious, sober-minded, loyal, I 
found them not only free from domestic 
discontent and intestine commotion, but 
inthusiastlcally enamored of their consti- 
tution, their political status in relation to 
the mother country, and their expanding 
destinies. (Renewed cheers,) Most of the 
social, and religious, and other fundament- 
al questions by which the Old World is still 
being agitated had either been satisfactorily 
settled, or had never been gathered to a 
head, and to whatever controversies exist- 
ed were being discussed both in and out of 
Parliament with as much decorum, sobriety 
and moderation of -hought and language as 
we might find—well, where shall I say }— 
in Irelund itself. (Cheers and great laugh- 
ter.) The Ministers with whom I succes- 
ively came into contact proved to be men 
great ability, experience, and undoubted 
patrictism, who never failed to keep with 
me 9 scrupulous good faith. (Hear, hear, 
and applause.) My Parliaments were saga- 
cions and constitucional, whilst, as far a3 
my personal position was concerned, 
I experienced amongst all classes of 
the community, whether French or 
English, the greatest courtesy and an earn- 
est desire to put the best possible interpre- 
tation upon anything the representat ve of 
Her Majesty might either door say. (Ap- 
plause.) As for the good-will shown mo 
both as Viceroy and in my private capacity 
by my own immdiate Irish fellow-country- 
men, whether Catholics or Protestants, 
Nationalists or Orangemen, words cannot 
describe it.

have evinced towards Canada the utmost 
consideration and good-will, and who, in the 
punctual payment of the fisheries awurd— 
(hear, hear) —in spite of a very widespread, 
though Ido believe qu te unfounded, convic- 
tion that it was excesssive, have given an 
undoubted proof of their relf-respect and 
good faith. (Loud cheers.) And gentlemen, 
thus recounting the forturate circumstances 
which have favored my administration, I 
would pause for a moment to pay agrateful 
homuge to the four persons who chiefly pre- 
pured the haleyon times I have been de- 
scribing — to Lord Carnarvon and Lord 
Monck, by whose exertions confederation 
was inaugurated (cheers)—to Lord Lisgar, 
who consvlidated and established the 
creation of his predecessor, and to Sir Ed- 
werd Thornton, to whose unremitting in- 
dustry, equable temper, and conciliatory 
procedure, Canada is greatly indebted for 
the vnroffied harmony which has so long 
existed between the Governments of Ot- 
tawa and Washington. (Loud cheers.) 
The services rendered Cana‘la by Lord Oar- 
paryon are already known to history, and it 
would be an impertinence for me to enlarge 
upon them, but perhaps there is no liv- 
ing person but myself who is ablo ade- 
quately to appreciate the difficulties of 
the task imposed upon Lord Monck, or 
the skill displayed by himself and tho 
Canadian statesmen associated with him 
in accomplishing it.

The Grand Junction. 


Tho result of the meotings held by the 
eople of Norwood with the object of se- 


hich will pass through that village and 
serve the double purpose of giving Nor- 
‘ood the railway communicaton which it 
desires, and at the same timo form a por” 
tion of the proposed Toronto and Ottawa 
Railway, has caused some discussion in a 


rand Junction that it should be discussed, 
namely, before the people of the Town of 
From a report of the pro- 
ceedings of the Town Council of Peterbor- 


‘e learn that Mr, Sargeant, of Norwood, 
appeared before that body, and on motion 
was heard in support of the project which 
is engaging the attention of the people of 
the village in which he lives. This gentle- 
men is reperted as saying that he ‘ hoped 
‘that the Grand Junction would cross at 
‘the Narrows connecting with the short 
‘‘line to the iron mines. It was suggested 
‘to form a group of Asphodel, Belmont, 
“Dummer and Norwood, and to give a 
* bonus of $25,000. He then went into 
“the history of the County By-law for 
** $75,000. objecting atrongly to its legaliza- 
“|tion without the consent of those inter. 
‘ested. A subsequent act gave power to 
change the route, He had petitions 
‘from the municipalities he had named 
“against the proposed route through Hast- 
“ings. He believed the Government 
‘would not grant aid to parallel roads, 
“fand ho advocated an amalgamation of 
“the Grand Junction and Toronto and Ot- 
‘‘tawa Railway Companies. He asked the 
“ Town if they would give $25,000 or $30,- 
**000 in aid of sucha scheme. A commit- 
“tee had been appointed to confer with 
the Grand Junction, but they would not 
do so till they had ascertained the feol- 
‘ings of the municipalities interested.” 
Mr. W. H. Scott, the President of the 
Toronto and Ottawa Railway Oompany, 
was also heard, and appears, judging from 
the report of his remarks, to have made 
quite a lengthy speech. Ho of course sup. 
ported Mr. Sargeant's schome, which is on- 
tirely in tho interest of his own road, ana 
touchingly narrated how the Grand Junc- 
tion Railway Company had refused to havo 
anything todo with tho proposals fora 
common route for the two railways across 
the County of Peterborough, even on the 
condition of his Company's relinquishing a 
portion of the bonus granted to them by 
the Connty, He expressed his belief that 
as tho Town had already voted a bonus to 
the Toronto and Ottawa on the route pro- 
posed by Mr, Sargeant, it was not likely 
that anything more would be given to the 
Grand Junction. The Mayor thought the 
difficulty with the Grand Junction was 
that “they were unwilling to Rive up cer- 
“tain work thoy had constructed between 
Campbellford and Hastings, though it 
Was pointed out to them that they could 


obtain a compensating bonus by adopting 
“ the direct route,”

“Some discussion,” the report informs 
us, took place, after which the following 
resolution was passed :— 


“Councillor Smith moved, seconded by Cor 
cillor Ormond, —That having ard by ie 
servationn of Mr. Sergoant, relatively to t 
construction of the Grand Junction Railwa. 
the Council ia of opinion that it would be 
sirable that the Grand Junction p 


pared to undertake that which their en- 
gineers, whose opinions are backed by 
others, assure them would involve an out- 
lay beyond their means and with no 
commensurate advantages to compensate 
them for the outlay, even supposing the 


‘fands neccessary were in their possession 


or could be procured without difficulty. 


Secondly, the great majority of the 
Directors of the Grand Junction Railway 
Company, being residents of Belleyille, will 
not go to the expense which the proposed 
change of route would necessitate in order 
to build or assist in constructing a portion 
of a line which could not fail to prove de- 
trimenta] to the trade of this city. That 
line will probably never be constructed 
without the aid of the Grand Junction, for 
as Mr, Sargeant pointed ont it is not likely 
toreceive Government aid for that portion 
of it which is projected to pass through the 
County of Peterborough, because it would 
run parallel to the Grand Junction, which 
has already been subsidised. From this 
brief explanation it can readily be gathered 
why it is that Mr. Scott is so anxious for 
the amalgamation of interests which he 
proposes, and also why all propositions 
looking to that end have been steadily re- 
fused by the Directors of the Grand Juno” 
tion, It cannot be said, either, that in 
thus refusing to have anything to do with 
the Toronto and Ottawa Railway Company’s 
proposals, and thereby saving the trade 
of the northern townships to Belleville, 
the gentlemen who hold the franchise of 
the Grand Junction Railway Company de- 
prive the back country of railway facilities; 
for with the completion of the Belleville 
and North Hastings line, which will short- 
Jy form one with their road, ample railway 
accommodation is given to our back coun- 
try. And when, in due course of time, 
further facilities are required, the North 
Hastings line can be extended northward 
into the fertile belt which lies in rear of 
the Laurentian formation, which traverses 
a number of the northern towhships, 

From these statements of fact as to the 
position of the matter, it cannot failto be 
apparent to the peoplo of Peterborough 
that Mr. Scott’s amalgamation scheme, 
with which he has dazzled them for some 
years, is not at all likely of realization— 
that, in fact, it is about as substantial as 
“q castle in the air.” Therefore, as they 
strongly desire an eastern connection, 
which they can in no other way so easily 
or so satisfactorily secure as by means of 
the Grand Junction, their best and wisest 
policy will be to grant such sum by way of 
bonus to that Company as will secure the 
construction of the road to their thriving 
town before another year passes. They 
have dreamed long enough of the ‘Toronto 
and Ottawa scheme, which is as much a 
myth as ever; it is now time that they 
awoko to the realities of the situation,

A Temperance Act Cask—An interest- 
ing and somewhat important case in con- 
nection with the temperance question was 
tried at the Division Court, Picton, 
Nov. 12. In August, 1877..Mr. 0, A’ 
Macdonnell, grocer, was fined for a viola- 
tion of the provisions of the Dunkin Act. 
He appealed, but the complainants took 
no notice of the wppeal, and seized and 
sold some of his goods to pay the fine and 
costs of conviction. On appeal the Act 
under which the conyiction was made was 
declared ultru vires, and now Mr. Macdon- 
nell sues Messrs, Norman, Yarwood and 
Blakely to recover the value of the 
goods seized. After hearing the evi« 
dence, Judge Jellett reserved his 
decision, though he expressed the opinion 
that the plaintiff was entitled toa verdict 
against Mr. Norman, The Jatter and Mr, 
Yarwood were the convicting magistrates, 
and Mr. Blakely is License Inspector, and 
the reason why the judge considers Mr. 
Norman responsible, and not the others, is 
because the money came into Mr, Norman's 
hands.

Pits not fully protected, shoald now be 
made safe by an extra coating of straw and 
earth, With a foot of straw, three inches 
of earth will be sufficient. 

Cabbages are coming into common use as 
fodder, They may be saved by pitting them 
in heaps of two or three waggon loads, with 
sheaves of straw intermingled, and covering 
with straw aod earth, as tor roots; or by 
placing them, roots uptirned, upon™ the 
ground, in a dry place, and throwing a fow 
inches of earth npon the heads. We find 
that cabbages make excellent food fon milk- 
ing vows. oi 
‘TuRnips.—A root cutter, or some other 
method of reducing the roots to thin slices 
or pulp,is worth che cost asa preventive of 
choking, if formothing;else. A few cut tur- 
nips or carrots occasionally are beneficial to 
horses, 

Live stock. require constant watchfulness, 
To keep’ them comfortable is as important 
as to feed {thém woll.~ No” animal ‘will 
thrive and fatten, if unclean and cold,hence 
uncomfortable and fretful. 

Warmth saves féed, helps fattening, “aud 
often provdnts sickness, if not the total loss 
of an animal, — 

To keep the animals in good condition,or 
increasing in weight should be the object 
of every farmer during the winter season. 
To permit. a loss of weight atter the sum- 
mer’s feeding, is to waste the food both 
winter and summer. It costs more to get 
an animal fat, thna to keep it fat. 

Young ‘animals require’ particular care ; 
this is the making of the adult animal, ‘Io 
over feed is ay unwise as to stint food. Cos- 
tiveness is perhaps the most to be guarded 
against at ‘this ‘season ;) linseed oil-cake 
meal is a good and cheap preventive. One 
pint, to.one quart.daily may be piven. 
Horsés at-regular~ work, shouldbe kept 
in yood condition. Two quarts of corn and 
oatmeal, added to a bushel of cut straw, 
will make it equal toso much hay. This 
will make a gufficient ration for an idle 
horse ; for a working horse,add 3 quarts of 
this meal, or 3.quarts of vats at each feed. 


Working oxen are often more useful than 
horses, and of late haye been too much ne- 
glected. It should not be forgotten that 
oxen reqnire more time tu feed than horses 
and ample opportunity for rumunatiort 
should begiven. “During winter, oxen that 
work on the road ought to be shod. The 
cost will be saved in the extra work done, 
end-freedom from injury by slipping. 


Young steers less than a year old, may 
be broken to the yoke by a patient boy. 
At tirst they should be yoked and tied up 
until they have become used to the yoke; 
when they may be led around and taught 
to drive. This is interesting play-work for 
& farmer’s boy in winter, P 


Sueer.—A run on the stubbles is health= 
ful exervise. A small plot of rape for 
teen feed is always acceptable to the sheep; 
ntil the snow is too deep for them to reach 
See_that they have plenty. of pure. 
resh water, at least twice a day, ; 


Oowa will begin to fail in milk ‘as the 
weather baromes cold, unless the.fodd is of 
the best kind. Mangels or suyar beets, 
pulpard andsniixed with cut hay,corn stalkay 
or even straw, and left 24 hours to ferment, 
are productivelof milk 7 and 2 quarts of 
corn meal, added to a bushel of this, will 
greatly help the yield of cream. Brewer'é 
grains in small quantities, are good food for 
milk prdéduction, ] 


Fattening animals should be pushed of 
as rapidly as possible. No fresh food 
should be given until the refuse of the pre- 
vious feeding is cleared from the troughs, 
When the appotite fai's from any causes a 
change of food will often restore it. |

When money 
burns in bis pocket, and he is impatient to 
spond.al] that comes into his possession— 
when he spends every cent of his salary, and 
even fails into debt—when he prefera to in- 
vest his earnings in cigor4, handsome clothes 
and amusements, to putting them at interest, 
we may fafely predict that le will probably 
never attain wealth withont a decided change 
of habits. Fifty cents a week saved in youth 
is often the nucleus of a largo fortune, It is 
not so much the amount saved as the habit of 
saving that is important. A wealthy banker 
began life at seventeen on a salary of four 
hundred dollars a year, This was forty years 
age when a dollar would go a great way, and 
he saved half his salary, Had he spent it all, 
an he might have done without extravagance, 
he weuld probably have been a clork to-day. 
Tho story of Dick Whittington may be a 
fable, but it teaches a valuable lesson, He 
won the interest and help of his employer by 
the habit of picking up stray pins, and caro- 
fully saving them, Picking up pins may not 
always make a man a Mayor in the end, but 
such boys seldom die in the poor house. So 
far as our own obseryation goes, there axe 
more extravagant than economical boys, 
Thirty years hence we shall see the natural 
result, Few of them will be riob and pros- 
perous, Wealth ia not to bo despised, for in 
the right hands it may do great good. That 
economy leads to wealth in the case of nations 
may be illustrated by the prosperous condi- 
tion of France to-day, No people understand 
botter how to live comfortably on a little. It 
is fashionable to saye, Tho peasant out of 
his small income saves a fow franca every 
month. So it happens that tho small farmers 
frothe “bloated bondholders” of Franco, 
Tho Germans were once frugal, but the war 
indemnity and war times havo mado them 
extravagant, and tho victors aro for less pros- 
perous than the vanquished. Some of our 
thousands of young readers, wo hope, will 
read this article and heed our advice. To 
them wo say, if you eparo to-day, you will bo 
in a condition to spend to-niorrow, f you 
are self-indulgent to-day, you may lack the 
necessaries of life in some distant to-morrow. 
Many a careworn man, not knowing where to 
turn for the means to meet his moderate ox- 
penses, might have beon in a position to ye- 
tire on a competence had he as a boy dnd 
young mau avoided extravagant living. It is 
a source of satisfaction to reileot that economy 
among Amencans ia much more common than 
it was fivo years ago. If this bo kept up, we 
shall not have long to wait for good times,

Under the above heading the Petorbor- 
ough Examiner disousses our reply to its 
remarks concerning the proposed amalga- 
mation of interests of the Grand Junction 
and Toronto and Ottawa Railway Com- 
panies. Our contemparary states that the 
connection eastward which Peterborough 
desires is not particularly with Belleville 
but rather with Ottawa, and that only by 
the proposed union of interests can assist- 
ance be got from the Town of Peter- 
borough, 

In answer to this, it is only necessary to 
refer our contemporary to our reply to 
Messrs, Scott and Sargeant and the Review 
as to the engineering difliculties involved 
in the proposed change of-route of the 
Grand Junction, Furthermore, Belleville 
has invested $150,000 in the Grand June- 
tion, and it would be suicidal policy to as- 
sist a project which, if accomplished, would 
very injuriously affect our trade with the 
back country. The Directors of the Grand 
Junction being true to the interests of 
Beileville, have repeatedly refused to en- 
tertain any proposal for amalgamation 
with the Toronto and Ottawa Railway. 

The Examiner concludes its article by 
saying: —‘‘If tho Intelligencer will but 
“look at the Toronto and Ottawa project 
“as a trunk line, and the Grand Junction 
“as an auxiliary one, it will not fail to see 
the philosophy of our scheme of railway 
* construction. ” 

Having duo regard for the interests of 
Belleville, we cannot accept this no doubt 
well meant suggestion.

An Important Deoision 


Tho following decision of Judgo Macken- 
zio, County Judge of the County of York, ia 


ing of marketable articles, The case ia report- 


ed in the Globe of the 10th inst: 


“Cn the 14th of July last, Michael Doyle 
was convicted by Police Magistrate Denison 
of se'ling fish in the prolio sireows of the city 
w'thout having paid tho requisite market toca 
therefor, complainant was James King 
Jeasoo of tho market fees. Mr, Doyle appeal- 
‘ed tho case to the Court of General Sessions, 
where it was hoard before Judo Mac 
last wook, Mr, Joa.F. Macdougall being for 
the appellant, and Mr. T, D, Delamore for tho 
respordent, King. Tho Court reserved its 
decision until yesterday, when His Honor 
delivered judgment, Ho first reviewed tho 
evidence. At tho hearing the respondent 
King put in ovidence a by-law of tho Corpora- 
tion to regulate the public markets of the city 
No. 483, in force at the timo of the alleged by 
the appellant, and relied on sectio! 27 in sup: 
port of tho conviction, viz.: ‘* No farmer or 
other person shall disposo of any artic lo of 
provision usually sold in the market upon any 
of the public streets of the city, unless he has 
firat been to one of the rogular markets rrd 
paid the proper market feos.” Tho respon- 
dont swore that he saw the appellant come 
into’ the street on the 21st June with a load of 
fish, that tho appellant went into the Black 
Horo Hotel and sold fish, that ho eaw a fish 
selected and taken into the house, and that ho 
saw the appellant do the same at other placea. 
Tho respondent asked him for the market 
foes. Doyle replied ho would pay no fees, 
and that he supplied his custome, who 
selected the fish whon he went round. On 
being sworn, the appellant stated that he car- 
ried on the business of fish merchant on 
George street, and that had had a stall in the 
market, that he had regular customers, the 
Black Horso Hotel peopleamong the rest, and 
and that he did not peddle fish, 

His Honour said the substantial ques- 
tion was: Had tho by-law been violated by 
Mr. Doyle? Had fish been sold on the strect? 
It would seom from cases quoted and lew as 
laid down by Boujamin that an agreement in 
regard to the sale of things not yot in exist- 
ence, or not belonging to the vendor, would 
amount to an agreement to sell, not to a sale. 
Now, applying these principles to the caso 
under consideration, how would the matter 
stand? When the general order was given by 
the landlady at the Black Horse Hotel Mr. 
Dople had to got the fish, Tho fish was 
then, his Honour apprehended,in the water— 
the property of nobody, The fish was not or 
could not be Doyle's when the order to furnish 
was gi‘en. The kind of fish was not stated ; 
neither was the price. The landlady was to 
decide what fish she would take, or whether 
sho would take any. Atthetime the order 
to furnish was given by her it was more than 
likely that the fish in question was swimming 
in his natural element, and,as already stated, 
the property of nobody. His Honour went 
on to say -—‘* You must catch a fish or buy 
it before it becomes your property or the sub- 
cot of asale, The particnlar fish that the 
landlady of the Black Horse Hotel purchased 
on the Zist of June might have become the 
property of some one else before she saw it 
and Doyle sold, and could uot be touched by 
the general order or direction given to Doyle. 
The salo in question was made on the 2st of 
June, when Doyle brought his waggon on the 
street and stopped at the door of the Black 
Horse and the fish was selected, and not be- 
fore If the fish in question had been stole. 
by thieves while in Doyle's shop or stall, or 
destroyed by cats, the loss would be on Doyle, 
and not on the landlady, because he nover 
sold tho fish the selection was made from his 
waggon. Butif the general order of tho 
landlady amounted to a sale the property 
would be hers, and the loss would fall on her. 
There was no sale until she selected or made 
choice of the lish, and that was from a waggon 
on the public street. I am of opinion, after a 
full examination ot the law,that the appellant 
Doyle did sell fish on the public street on the 
2ist day of June contrary to the 27th section 
of the by-law, and that the conviction of him 
by the Police Magistrate is just and lawful. 
The appeal must therefore ba dismissed and 
the conviction affirmed with costs. I cannot 
withhold costs from the respondent after he 
attempted to defeat the appeal by technical 
objections collateral to the main and substan-

The Foreign Commerce of the 
United States. 


Tho official statistics of the foreign com- 
merce of the United States for the year 
ending Juno 30th, 1878, which have re- 
contly boem published, contain information 
which is of a startling character. The roe- 
markable feature is the immense increaso 
shown in the exports of the country, even 
as compared with a period so recent a8 five 
years ago, with a correspondingly large in. 
creaso in tho volume of imports (principally 
manufactured articles) from foreign coun- 
tries, Tho Ottawa Citizen summarizes 
theso rofurns, showing that the throo 
principal items of the exports are bread 
and breadastuffs, to the value of more than 
one hundred and eightymillions of dollars ; 
provisions, nearlyone hundred and twenty- 
four millions ; and coal oil and petroleum, 
almost forty-seven millions, The now 
trade in liye animals has already reached 
the formidable figure of nearly six million 
dollars,and is yet in its merest infancy. But 
the items most pregnant with interest in 
theso tables are those exposing the rapid 
growth in the most unlooked-for quarters in 
articles of Amorican wnufacture. Thus 
we find this year an actual increase in their 
exports of the manufacture of cotton of the 
great total of eleven million and a half of 
dollars ; in manufactures of leather of over 
eight millions ; and in those of iron and 

stecl of over twelve millions of dollara- 
The exports of agricultural implements: 
too, aggregated more than two and a half 
millions of dollars; and of oil cake, over 
five millions. We may fcr tho present dis- 
pose of this part of the subject by stating 
that the excess of the exports from the 
United States over imports thereto amount- 
ed to two hundred and fifty-seven millions, 


even hundred and eighty-six thousand, 
nine hundréad aid sixty-four dollars, 


($257,786,964) ! The estimate up tothe close 
of June, 1879, is placed at oyer $300,000,- 
000. Concurrently with this increase of 
exports we find a falling offin imports of a 
yet more noticeable character. Thus, 
comparing the official years 1873 and 1878, 
we select a few items, all showing the 
revolution that has been silently but most 
thoroughly effected. In the following 
figures, the first in all cases show the im- 
ports during 1873, the latterfor 1878 :— 
In manofactures of iron and steel, 859, 
308,452 and $89,057,633 respectively, or a 
decrease of $50,250,819, ; manufactures of 
silk, $29,035,867, and $19,701,731—de- 
crease, $10,034,136 ; manufactures of 
cotton, $29,752, 16, and $14,398,791— 
decrease, $15,353, ; flax monufactures, 
$20,428,391, and $11,490,758—decrease 
$8,936,633 ; manufactured wool, $50,462,- 
775, and $24,724,047,—decreaso, $2 

728 ; unmanufactured wool, $20,43: 

and $8,363,015—decrease, $12,07(

576,789— decrease, $1 This 
small list alone, which is capable of large 
augmentation, shows a falling off in the 
value of manufactured articles imported in- 
tothe United States of vory close upon 
$140,000,000. 

The above figures are of special interest 

to the peoplo of Canada af the present 
time, as the experiment of a protective 
tariff—not, certainly, to anything like the 
samo degree as that of the United States, 
but sufficiently so to give the manufacturers 
of this country control of the home market 
—is about to be triedin Canada. It isa 
matter of certainty that there has not been 
& lessor demand in the United States for 
articles of which the import has increased 
during that time. It is equally certain that 
those goods have beon manufactured in the 
country. And, as the value of manufac- 
tured articles such a4 were exported is now 
much loss than it was five years ago, there- 
foro it follows that theJincrease in quantity 
of the exports is much more thanthecompara-

To the Editor of the Daily Intelligencer. 
Au you have commented on my resignation 
of the Chajrmanship of the Finance Commit. 
tec, I trast you will allow mo space to state 
the facta which led mo to that step. 
Tho amount estimated and levied for pur- 
poses of Street oxpenditure this yonr was $12,- 
000. I repeatedly warned the Council that 
this appropriation was boing rapidly used up; 
and at the meeting before the last I told the 
Council that the amount had beon exceeded 
ral hundred dollars. This was allowing 
Mr, Sutherland’s lumber account at $3,000, 
It was at that mooting cloarly understood, as 
I supposed, that all Streot expenditure was 
to atop, excopt for trifling repairs which might 
bo found absolutely necessary. 

At tho last Council mecting’ held on tho 
9th of December, a report was presented from 
the Public Works Committee, I ask closo

Let, ‘* Your Committea recommend that the 


City Solicitor be instructed to close the purchase of 
the lands necessary for the opening and extend- 
ing of William Street, from its present terminus 
through to Forin Street, without the formality 
of an arbitration with P, M, Nulty, Lsq., for 
the sum of $700.

Apart from the merits or demerits of this 
transaction, there were two serious objections 
to tho adoption of this recommendation ; 
First, thero was n@.monoy to pay this $1,200, 
tho amount appropriated for such purposes 
having already been largely overdrawn, 
Socondly, its adoption”at that mooting was a 
direct violation of the By-law, because the 
matter had n@ver boen referrod to or con- 
sidered by the Finance Committee as re- 
quired. 

Ido not intend hero to discass whether the 
purchase of these streets, under the circum- 
stances, is wiso or foolish, but no one will pre- 
tend that the interests of the ratepayers would 
hayoe suffered had il been allowed to stand for 
a short time. 

Then this samo roport recommended pay- 
ment of $3,155 for lumber. The account was 
first read at the provious meeting of the Coun- 
cil and was then reforred with other accounts 
to the Public Works Committes. After a 
few days I received from that Committee all 
tho other accounts but this, properly audited, 
and those so received were afterwards exam: 
ined and recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee to the Council for payment, This 
lumber account was retained by the Public 
Works Committee, it never was sent by them 
to the Finance Committee, and it never was 
sent to or before the Finance Committee in 
any way whatever, 

But the Public Works Committee met half 
an hour before tho last Council meeting 
—added this $3,155 to the list of accounts 
they had previously audited— and recommend- 
ed it to be paid. 

In the Council I opposed payment of the 
amount, on the ground that the account had 
never been before the Finance Committee ay 
tho By-law required, I did not then under- 
stand why this account should receive differ- 
ent treatment from others, or why such 
strong objection was made to its 
being further investigated in accordance with 
the rules of the Council, 

Like the $1,200 for laying new streets it 
was forced through the Council and ordered 
to be paid in violation of the By-law—the 
majority apparently agreeing with the Alder- 
man who declared the Finance Committee of 
no consequence, 

The majority of the Council haying pursued 
this course, I felt it my duty to resign the 
Chairmanship of a Committee which under 
such circumstances is usele:

For the Intelligence 

The War of Tarifa—American Hostility to 

the ational Policy" —Probable Pro- \ 
hibitory Duty on Canadian Lumber—Re« 
ciprocity Declared to be indefinitely Post- 
poned, 

Mr. Eprron,—The above ia the heading of 
an article in the Toronto Daily Globe of the 
6th inst., under the editorial. 

It appears that the Buffalo Bonrd of ‘Trade 
met on the morniny of tho 5th inst., when a 
delegation, ‘‘with Mr. E. P. Dore as chair- 
man, was appointed to attend tho National 


Board at Washington on the 11th inst,” who 


having Canada on thé brain, will be propared 
to discuss the question as to what will be- 
come of us should our Government adopt a 
National Policy which will not give our 
American neighbors all their own way in mat- 
ters of trade, The Globe states as follows :— 


“Tt is understood that the discussion of the 
proposed change in the fiscal policy of Cana- 
da will occupy prominent part in the dis- 
vussions of the Board. Resolutions will pro- 
bably be passed asking Congress to enact a 
prohibitory duty on Jumber, which will be 
supported by all the Western dolegates, and 
also to exclude Canadian bntter and cheese 
from the New York markets.” 

Now was tho Editor of the Globe sincere in 
the belief that such action would be taken by 
the Buffalo Board, or is it for the purpose of 
frightening ns Canadians into the belief that 
our trade in lumber, butter and cheese will be 
destroyed in order, if possible, to induce us to 
oppose a ehange in our tariffs jor fear of retalia- 
tion on the part of the Americans, who for 
years have’had matters of trade with Canada 
all their own way, 

But supposing Canada changes her fiscal 
policy, which undoubtedly sho will, and the 
State: in retaliation prohibit our lamber,—is 
that going to ruin Canada? No, I believe 
were we shut out from the American markets 
to-day for the sale of our lumber, it would be 
the very best thing that could befall Canada. 


In the first place it would stop over produc- 
tion, and be the means of savirg our pine for- 
ests and the products thereof for better mar- 
kets, as the American market in the States is 
not all tho world. No doubt for a short time 
some difficulty would be experienced in mak- 
ing quick shipments, but this difficulty would 
soon be overcome by our finding profitable 
outlets to the English markets, the West [n- 
dies, and other places nover monopolized by 
the American traders and ship owners. 


Instead of our lumber passing through the 
States, giying to the Americans the freighting 
as well as the manufacturing process from the 
sawn lumber into doors, sash, blinds, &c,, and 
planing and splitting Inmber for various nses, 
upon which they derive a profit. we could do 
this in Canada, which would materially lessen 
the expenses incurred in shipping lumber in 
the rough, and would be the means of giving 
employment to our own people, and matorial- 
ly help to build up a large sbipping interest ; 
and are not foreign markets open to us as well 
as to our American neighbors? Canada has 
lost heavily by not having sought for other 
markets than the one in which we have been 
sacrificed. 

Again our American neighbors, if we are to 
believe the Globe, are beginning to threaten 
us with retaliation if we dare to regulate the 
trade of our country t suit ourselves. Will 
this deter our Government from a readjust- 
ment of the tariff to suit the wants of the 
country? I think not. Will the fear of offend: 
ing the Americans prevent us from regulating 
our own affairs, and of so arranging our tariff 
‘as vo foster our native industries f I trust not. 
Too Jong has our neiehbors had the advantage 
of us. ‘Too long have we been helping to pay 
off their national debt ; and if we are to have 
their ill-will because we dare to look after our 
own interests, the sooner we knowit the better. 

We are told by the Globe that ‘‘ From all 
that can be ascertained from gentlemen pro 
minevt in the National Board, the friendly 
attitude towards Canada, which has been 
gathering strength during the past few years, 
will bs changed to a decidedly hostile one 
should legislation in the next session of the 
Dominion Parliament take the shape indicat- 
ed by the election specches of members of the 
present Canadian Government.” Well let 
*« the friendly attitude towards Canada,” be 
changed, lot our neighbors come out in their 
true colors, let them give us to understand 
that if we don’t give them the best of the 
bargain in everything that they will show ‘a 
decidedly hostile ” course towards us and cut 
off our lumber trade by ‘‘a prohibitory duty,” 
and we will thank them fort Lot them 
place themselves in decided hostility to Cana- 
da on their trade policy, and then wo shall 
know where to find them, We will be thrown 
upon our own resources, and find new and 
better channels of trade, which will more 
than make up for all that we shall lose by 
their threats eyen if put into practice, 

As to ‘ Reciprocity” I have no faith in it 
so long as tho National War debt continues, 
and so long as our neighbors can make moucy 
out of usa we shall not seo reciprocity, we may 
depend on that, the whole course of the past 
since the old treaty was abrogated shows us 
wo have nothing to oxpevt from that quarter. 

Again the Globe say ‘The threat of a 
war of tariffs has soriously impaired the good 
fecling which had been cultivated, and will 
be used by the opponents of reciprocity against 
entertaining the project of re. ning tho 
treaty. They will be strengthened in their 
position by the:dissatiafaction which, unreason- 
ablo as it ig, undoubtedly exists at the pay- 
mont of tho fishery award,” 

Does the Globe expect to frighten ‘those 
who havo the interests of Canada at heart by 
such trash no doubt ‘‘the opponents of re- 
ciprocity” would seize upon any pretext to 
keep our country back, and to draw heavily 
from our resources to pay this national debt, 
but that is no reason why wo should not pro- 
tect ourselves and build up the industries of 
our own country, as also to encourage now 
industrics ; this we must do if wo ever expect 
our country to prosper, whother it pleases 
our neighbors or not,w batever course We may 
pursue, unless all in their favor, will give dis 
satisfaction, the same as tho Fishery award, 
for have not they shown that while they were 
willing to take $15,000,000 in Britieh gold for 
their supposed war claims, and while they 
hold about $8,000,000 for which it seems no 
claimants havo been found,yet they complain, 
and protest against paying the Fishery award, 

y hand over the money with a 
bad grac 
I think what Canada hay to do ia to nook 
now outlets for bor lumber and produce ; let us 
follow th ample hy opening up trade in 
ovory direction, bringing in return the pro- 
uote of othor countrics in exchange for ours, 
so fay av we neod them, thereby greatly in- 
creasing our shipping interests, this with an 
adjusted tariff, a {air protection to all our ine 
dustries, added to which with energy and 
capital which will naturally follow, wo will 
have all that ia required to make our Domin- 
ion prosperova and our people contented and 
happy:

A Bridge vs. the Ferry. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer 
I am glad you havo 


bridge-ferry

taken up the question ; for a 
thorough ventilation of this subject cannot

My preference to the bridge project is not | 
an ovent of yeatorday, as the minutea of tho | 
Council will show, Ihave made it tho main 
plank in my platform now, and hopo that 
other candidates may seo their way clear to 


do no likewise. 
1 do not wish to bo understood as setting 


myself forth as a competent jadge as to the 
coat of the bridgo, nor yot asa safe guide, I 
am to a great extent guided by public opinion, 
as tora bridgo being the boat moans of com. 
munication with Prince Edward; and by 
several competent Engineers’ figures, (not 
| alone Keofor’s,) as a basis, together with a 
little practical knowledge of my own, I was 
enabled to arrive at tho conclusion, that the 
bridge could bo built for $90,000. 

I submit for your consideration and that of 
tho ratepayers generally, that tho main quer- 
tion to decide now is, would a bridge porman- 
ently secure the trade of Princo Edward moro 
effectually than the ferry? and not as to 
whother it would cost $90,000 or $120,000. 
‘As for mysolf, I havo no hesitatiou in saying 
that if at wore possible that a ferry could be 
run every day in the year, it would be more 
profitable to do away with it and span the 
Bay with a good substantial bridge. 

If this assertion is correct,and I doubt very 
much that itcan be proved incorrect, then 
there is no use in discussing the point about 
breaking tho ico. 

Prince Edward is wealthy. Our merchants 
wish to sell their goods, The agricultura' 
and other products of that County increase 
yearly, so much so, that some doubts have 
been expressed as to whether one ferry would 
be eapable of doing the work ten years hence, 
Tho people of that county want a market to 
which they can como at all times. Neither 
ferry nor tho ico-bridge afford them this ac- 
commodation, Thereare timid people in Prince 
Edward as well as in other parts of the world, 
and they never like to drive on the ice; and 
to those who live inland in the County, the 
iceis never safe, because they do not know the 
position of the dangerous places, 

The assertion that $50,000 could be raised 
in Prince Edward, for the proposed bridge, 
was made on the authority of one of the most 
reliable and respectable gentlemen of that 
county, and his stateiment has since been cor- 
roborated by others equally as respectable, 

It seems to mo that with united action, a 
grant from the Dominion Government could 
be obtained to aid in the construction of the 
proposed bridge. Although I am politically 
opposed to the Hon. the Minister of Customs, 
I have no doubt that, if it were shown that a 
bridge spanning the bay, and over part of the 
navigable waters of the Dominion, would 
prove a public benefit, he would do all in his 
power to procure aid from the Government. 
As to your strictures on my actions anent 
the foot-bridge, I think you were more seyere 
than the facts would warrant, but I never fret 
about such matters, In advocating the erec- 
tion of this bridge, I stated that according tu 
the Engineer’s estimate, the cost would be 
$2,000. At that time, as you are well aware, 
the ‘opponents of the bridge stated that it 
would cost $5,000 or $6,000, and that it would 
be of no particular benefit, Subsequently and 
before the bridge was commenced, the Council 
changed the plan by increasing the size of the 
wires, size and height of the piers. The En- 
gineer’s estimate was then $3,000, Tenders 
were called for, the lowest accepted, end the 
contract entered into at $2,410. The con- 
tractor failed to fulfil his contract owing to 
some blundering in the anchorage of the wires. 
I was not the contractor, nor was I the engi 
neer, therefore I fail to seo how I can be held 
responsible for the blunders of ono or both 
of them. The contractor was not paid the 
amount of the contract, a sufficient sum having 
been retained to complete the bridge. The 
total cost of the bridge as shown by the Treas- 
urer’s books, is $2,401 35, or $8.65 leas than 
the contract price, A few more such blun- 
ders(?) as the erection of the foot-bridge would 
increase the City revenue very materially. 
Would it not take nearly $100,000 in build- 
ing and rebuilding ferry boats in fifty years?

To Crean Patnts.—Whiting and c 
warm wator will clean white paint bet 
than anything wo know of. No soap need 
be used. Dip the wet cloth in dry whiting, 
and it will clean the paint without remoy- 
ing it, as soap is apt to do. 

Rats. —In one of our foreign exchanges | 
wo find the following recipo for oxtermin- | 
ating rats. It consists of a mixture of two 
parts of well-brnised common asquills and 
three parts of finoly-chopped bacon made 
into a stiff mas#, with as much moal as may | 
be roquirad, and then baked into small 
cakes; these are put down for the rats to 
eat, and are said to effect their complete 
extirpation, 

Suaoestions.—To keep cheese that has 
been cut tie itin acloth and put it in a 
cool place ; if mould appears wipe it off 
with a cloth,—Flour and meal of all kinds 
should be kept in a dry, cool place.— 
Oranges and lomons keep best when wrap- 
ped close in soft paper and laid in a drawer. 
—Keep coffee by itself in tin canisters, if 
possible ; itsodor affects other articles. — 
Keep tea in a close canister, to preserve | 
its aroma. 

Conpiments.—lt is not enough that food 
should contain alimentary principles in pro- 
per quantity ; to render it really nutritious 
there must alao be a supply of condiments. 
Those may be compared to oil in a machine 
which neither makes good the waste of 
material nor anyplies motive power, yet 
causes it to work easier and better, render- 
ing esential service in the process of nutri- 
tion, though they are not of themselves 
able to prevent waste of any part of the 
body, 

‘To Born Rios as tn InprA.—Into a sauce- 
pan of two quarts of water, when boiling, 
throw a tablespoonful of salt; then throw 
in a pint of rice,after it has been well wash- 
ed in cold water; let it boil twenty minutes, 
throw it into a collender, and drain off 
the water. Whon this has been done, put 
the rice back into the can or saucepan,dried 
by the fire, and lot it stand near the firo for 
some minutes, or until required to be dish- 
ed up ; thus the grains appear separate and 
not mashed together. 

Wootten Crornes.—Whon woollens are 
worn threadbare, as is often the cuse in the 
elbows, cuffs, slevves, etc., of men's coats, 
the coats must be soaked in cold water for 
half an hour; then taken out of the water 
and put on a board, and the threadbare 
parts of the cloth rubbed with a half-worn. 
hatter’s ‘‘card,” filled with flocks, or with a 
prickly thistle, until a sufficient nap is 
raised.

South Sea Delicacies. 


How the Cannibal Epicures of 
Marquesas Conduct Their 
Banquets. 


THE QUALIFICATION OF THE 
VICTIM—METHODS OF 
COCKERY. 


THE NATIVE PENCHANT FOR YOUNG WOMEN, COOD 
TEMPLARS, apne AND 
BABIES. 


(From the San Francisco Chronicle.) 


Among the passengers by the Greyhound, 
arrived at this port from Tahiti, was an 
American named Lewis Chase, who for 
more than a quarter of a century has nover 
seen a civilized country, and has seldom 
looked upon the face of a white man. San 
Francisco is the first glimpse of civilization 
he has had seen since he left his native 
home in Danbury, Conn., twenty-seven 
years ago, For twenty-five years and six 
months, precisely, he has lived on a group 
of islands inhabited by ferocious cannibals, 
and fortunately for himself, he came out 
hale and hearty, without ever having as 
much as aslice of human steak taken from 
his anatomy. A Chronicle reporter, after a 
considerable display of fascinating elo- 
quence mixed with offered potations of 
spicitual delight, finally succeeded in se- 
curing an interview with Mr? Chase, who, 
when first approached, presented a decided- 
ly hostile and warlike front. But under 
the soothing process adopted by the inter- 
view, the latent bud of intellect rapidly 
blossomed and bore fruit, which is now 
placed ‘before the mental palate of the 
reader. It isa savory dish, and cannot 
fail to send a thrill of equisite sensation 
through every nerve of the budy and brain. 


CANNIBALISM AS A FINE, ART. 

The group of Islands on which Mr, Chase 
has passed his quarter of a century, is the 
Marquesas, where, before his own eyes, ho 
has seen cannibalism practiced both as a 
fine art and asa fierce display of human 
ferocity. This horrible practice is indulged 
in principally to gratify a deadly spirit of 
revenge which one tribe of natives holds 
against another. In the many brutal and 
bloody civil wars which they have waged 
against one another, the slain and captured 
victims are eaten witha vengeance, In their 
religious rites, also, they offer up human sac- 
rifices captured in battle, When a victim 
is selected for a cannibal feast, his body is 
washed clean and the hair of his head burn- 
ed off. If the feast is not of a religious 
character, the victim is simply beaten to 
death with war clubs, and when dead his 
body is again washed and placed in a large 
oyen dug into theearth. ‘The hole forming 
the oven has a fire beneath, and over this 
is a pile of round stone. On the top of the 
stones mats made of strong material aro 
placed, in which the body is wrapped up. 
These mats are then coyered ever with o 
great pile of leaves, and all is again covered 
with another layer of mats. The fire be- 
neath absorbs enough of air to keep it burn- 
ing steadily, and soon a volume of steam is 
generated. ‘This escapes slowly through the | 
mats and leaves, and gradually the body 
becomes cooked through this simple but 
certain atuaming process. ‘The cooka are of 
superior skil) in their profession, and can 
tell to the instant when the body is sufli- 
ciently ‘“‘dono” to suit tho tastes of the 
guests. When ready to take it out of the 
oven, all the material covering is carefully 
removed, and when it comes to the last lay- 


| ors surrounding the victim, the mats are 


taken off with a sensitive touch, lest any of 
tho skin on the body should be torn away. 
When all is bare, and the body looks b 
and beautifully cooked, a shout of demoniac 
laughter rends tho air, and the cooks are 
complimented in the highest terms by the 
hosts of cannibals thirsting to enjoy tho 
dreadful luxury. 
CANNIBAL DELIC 
Tho brain and the eyes aro considered the 
greatest delicacios, aud aro always given to 
the chiefs. Tho breasts, thighs, and the 
outer portion of the calves of tho legs are 
the next greatest luxuries, and in this cate- 
gory also may be placed slices cut off from 
other portions of the body. All the parts | 
mentioned belong to the chiefs aud chiof 
esses of high and low rank, according to

| their relative social status, while the reat 


of the body and tho entrails aro savagely 
devoured by the common natives, Tho 


body. They washed down the flesh eaten 
with native intoxicating drinks, and after 
the carnage was concluded, a triumphant 
war-dance of vengeance followed. 
SACRIFICING RELIGIOUS VICTIMS. 
_ Great pomp and solemnity surround yic- 
tims intended for’ religious sacrifice and 
none but high priests can officiate in the 
most solemn ceremonies. ‘The pricsta have 
numerous attendants, mostly young boys, 
who are being educated for priestly honors. 
The victim selected is usually a man of noto 
among his tribe, and while he is in the act 
of sacrifice, receives some consideration. 
When the hour arrives he is placed upon a 
largo stone, to which the body is bound 
firmly. The priests then chant low wails, 
which increase in volume until it seems as 
if they were shricking. Charms, spells, 
aud incantations are then brought into play, 
the priests occasionally placing their hands 
upon the intended sacrifice, who never 
utters a word from the time ho is selected 
as a sacrifice to the moment of his death. 
The instant selected for performing the 
operation being reached, the chief high 
priest advances towards the victim, and 
feeling for the beating of the heart, an- 
nounces to his attendants that he is ready 
to commence. He then takes a knife and 
deliberately cuts out the heart, the victim 
writhing in agony during the process. To 
speak or utter a word during this frightful 
process would be cowardice, an evidence 
that the sacrifice had acknowledged the 
power of his enemies, The heart cut ont, 
it is handed to a young priest, who bears it 
off to the highest chief, the priest consider- 
ing this the greatest honor of hislife. The 
victim quickly expires, and then the whole 
body is cut up and divided amongst those 
waiting to receive their portions of it. Tho 
sh of a religious victim is moro highly 
prized than that of any other, all the por- 
tions considered most choice being reserv- 
ed for the high priests and high chiefs. 


THE VICTIMS MOST HIGHLY PRIZED. 
The cannibals have epicurean tastes and 


cacy of different classes of victims. The 
flesh most highly prized is that of the Af- 
rican, and a colored man who in life nei- 
ther drank liquor nor smoked, if he falls 
into the hands of the Marquesas cannibals, 
is sure to have the highest respect shown 
him. He will be fed luxuriously and tend- 
ed carefully up to the time that he is to be 
sacrificed. The bodies of missionaries take 
second rank, because in life they are sup- 
posed to have used neither liquors nor 
tobacco. Sailors are not esteemed a luxury, 
because their flesh is thoroughly saturated 
with smoke, whisky and salt water. The 
cannibals have the most dainty sense of 
smell in this respect, and will tell instantly 
whether their victim has ever been in the 
habit of using liquors or stimulants of any 
kind. Young children and women especial- 
ly unmarried women, are great luxuries. 
Persons advanced in years ara seldom 
eaten, as their bodies are too full of well- 
developed and tough sinews. Mr. Chase 
has never seen a white person offered up as 
a sacrifice to the cannibal appetite, but 
there are well-authenticated cases of such 
being the fact. A missionary and two 
colored men are known to have been eaten 
on Dominique Island, one of the most 
savage of the group. In recent times the 
cannibals rarely sacrifice a white victim, but 
they aro entirely willing to do so if the op- 
portunity offers. It is not safe to trust 
them with a tender Anglo-Saxon lamb, or 
anything in tho shape of humanity that 
would be certain to take a first prize at 
a baby show. These not being procur, ible, 
no objection would be offered to making a 
good square meal out of a nice,fat, healthy 
missonary. Sailors are tho class of white 
mon for whom the cannibals cannot get up 
an appetite ata moment's warning. 


CANNIBALISM EXTENSIVELY PRACTICED, 


There aro thirteen islands in the Mar- 
quesas group, seven of which are iuhabit- 
ed, and on six of these cannibalism is prac- 
ticed, Mr, Chase is a resident of Unua, 
known to mariners as Washington Island, 
and to his knowledge there has not been a 
case of cannibalism there in the twenty- 
five years ho has mado it his home, ‘The 
natives of Unua say they never practiced 
cannibalism, though a few of the oldest 
inhabitants remember their parents telling 
them that such was tho case in old times. 
acem to indulgo in their horrid practico 
from a pure love of revenge, They are 
certainly not driven to it from a lack of 
food, as there isan abundance on the is- 
lands ‘o doubt immemorial custom has 
inuch to do with keeping the beastly indul- 
gence still in vogue. Children are apt to 
follow in the footsteps of their fathers, and 
genoration gives to generation laws and 
customs. The religious sacrifices of human 
bodies, and the habit of offering them up 
as food, are now more common than any 
other kind of cannibalism. Tho pricsts 
know that if they relinquished such ritos 
they would be shorn of so much authority, 
and henco they cling tenaciously to their 
sacrificicial altars, ‘Iho priestly class con 


flesh is eaten from the hand, and to give it | 
greater rolish, is dipped in native sauces. | 
Cocoanuts, yams and various kinds of nuts | 
are also among the edibles, besides cortain 

varietios of.tish ; but the piecede resistance | 
is tho human portion of the sproad. Whilo | 
tho foast lasts the greatest hilarity provails, | 
and after it is over a fearful drunken orgy | 


follows, whenever the liquors, native or im 
ported, can be procured. Scenes of tho| 
wildest licontiousness accompany the revel, | 
and for days tho cannibals aro in a atato of | 
somi-unconsciousness. They quietly retire | 


to their huts and allow sleep and nature to 
rostore thoir shattered constitutions, Sleop

Bridge or Ferry. 


The discussion of the respectivo merits of 
an ice-breaking ferry boat and of a bridge 
spanning the waters of tho bay as a means 
of communication between Belleville and 
Prince Edward conainues,and we note with 
pleasure that the interest in the subject is 
spreading. This is as it should be, as the 
matter is one of much importance to all 
concerned—to tho people of a large part of 
Prince Edward, as well as to the residents 
of this city, and the more generally it is 
discussed, the more satisfactory and the 
more nearly correct will be the conclusion 
which is finally arrived at ; for we appre. 
hend that the interest which we have suc- 
ceeded in awaking in that connection will 
not be allowed to subside without something 
being done to secure the desired end. 
Our preference, as before stated, would 
be given to the project of a bridge ; but 
believing that such a structure could only 
be built by the City corporation, as we do 
not think that capitalists could be induced 
to invest their money in the undertaking ; 
our opinion, which wo have reason to 
know is held by many influential citizens, 
that isthe cost of constructing and main- 
taining such a bridge, which could be of use 
for only seven months in each year, would 
be greater than, under the circumstances, 
the ratepayers of Belleville would feol* war- 
ranted in incurring. For the requirements 
can be met nearly as fully by the placing on 
the ferry at Belleville of a steamer large 
enough to carry all the traffic that offers or 
is likely to offer, and so constructed as to 
be able to break the ice until it becomes 
safe at the commencement of winter and so 
Boon as it becomes unsafe in the spring. As 
@ suitable steamer can be built for say 
$20,000, whilst the construction of a bridge 
would cost $120,000 more or less, added to 
which would be not less than $1,000 an- 
nually for repairs, and in addition the 
salary of a caretaker and cost of maintain- 
ing a tug steamer to tow sailing vessels 
through the draw-bridge, it will at once be 
seen how great would be the expense at. 
tached to the bridge project, and what ad- 
vantages in a financial sense would be on 
the side of the steamer. Then at the expira- 
tion of the lease now in force the ferry ser- 
vice could, if thought advisable, be under- 
taken by the Corporation, and fares reduc- 
ed to such an extent as to make the receipts 
amount to suflicient to pay nothing more 
than the cost of operating the steamer and 
interest on tho money invested in her, 
Thus there would be no loss to the rate- 
payers, and at the same time the people of 
Prince Edward would be encouraged, by the 
low rate of ferriage, to come to Belleville 
to do their trading, and the investment 
would bo good one for the people of the | 
city.

Sir,—In my last letter I stated that I had | 
been informed that under certain By-laws 
Commissionors or Trastocs had been appoint:

Parliament of Canada permitting the County 
Council of the County of Hastings to pass a 
By-law or By-laws authorizing the issue of 
debentures for an amount not exceeding 
$100,000, This Act was passed on the 9th of 
June, 1862. 

Tho fourth section of said Act reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The fannual amount so raised by assess- 
ment to liquidate the principal shall aftor the 
payment of the interest, be invested in Pro- 
vincial Securities, that is in securities of the 
Province of Canada, but it sball be lawful at 
all times to apply any portion of the said in- 
vestment in the purchase of debentures 
authorized to be issued under this Act.” 

And the eighth clause of the same Act 
reads: 

“The Warden for the time being, tho 
County Treasurer and the Judge of the County 
Court SHALL be Commissioners to invest the 
funds to be raised by taxation under this Act, 
and any By-law for carrying out the samo,and 
shall report annually to the Council of the 
Municipality what they shall have done dur- 
ing the previous year, A majority of the 
Commissioners appointed by this section 
shall be sufficient to do the business with 
which said Commissioners are entrusted,” 

The 5th clause of said (cap, 31, 25 Vic.) 
reads as follows :— 

“The proceeds of the aforesaid debentures 
shall be applied in redeeming the debentures 
of the Municipality, having less than five 
years to run, roferred to in the first section of 
this Act, and for no other purpose, whatever, 
and any officer of the said Municipality ap- 
plying such proceeds for any other purpose 
shatl be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable upon conyiction to be punished by ‘fine 
and imprisonment, or either, as the Court shall 
direct,” 

During seven years, from 1866 to-1877, Mr, 
A. F. Wood was Warden of the County of 
Hastings,and was by virtueofhis being Warden 
ex-officio a Commissioner apd an officer 
of the County Council to invest the 
Sinking fand with the County Judge or Trea- 
surer, These Commissioners were mado 
County officers under said Act, and their 
duty was imperative, not permissive, to invest 
the ‘annual amount so raised to liquidate 
the principal of said debt,” which is the sink- 
ing fund. 

Now, I want to ask Mr. Wood if he,as com- 
missioner, ever invested any of the sinkin, 
funds, in Provincial securities, as authorized 
and required by the provisions of the above 
cited Act and of the County By-law, as $51,- 
000 was borrowed during the time Mr, Wood 
was Warden and none invested, I should like 
to know how he is to escape the penalty im- 
posed under the 5th section of said Act. I 
am aware that the publication of the 
above Act or parts of it, at this particular 
time, will not please Mr. Wood and especially 
if he is a candidate for Reeve. 

But it is quite time that the taxpayers 
knew exactly their position, and whether this 
pleases or displeases Mr. Wood is quite ano- 
ther thing, as they will have to pay this debt 
over again, and I think the taxpayers of 
Madoc were wise when they left Mr. Wood 
to attend to his own business, and had they 
done so years since not only Madoc but the 
County would, in my opinion, have been in a 
much better financial position to-day, and the 
taxpayers would not have to pay this $82,- 
699.71 oyer again.

Notes on Afghanistan. 


The greatest length of Afghanistan is 760 
miles, the least 540, while its greatest 
breadth is 650 miles, and its least 370; so 
that it is rather larger than the whole of the 
United Kingdom put together, It is 
mountainous all through, with a series of 
elevated flat-bottomed valleys. lt has no 
large rivers, and those it contains are gen- 
erally fordable at all seasons. The climate 
varies; at Ghuzni itis extremely severe in 
winter, the thermometer sinking to 10 or 
15 degrees below zero, while it always bo- 
gins to freeze in October. At Cabul in 
the middle of October the thermometer is 
always below zero at night, while from June 
to September the climate is very hot. At 
Candahar it is also hot in summer, but in 
winter the climate is perfect, as is also 
that of Quetta. All the so-called roads are 
shockingly bad, and there are no_ bridges. 
The population is about five millions, en- 
tirely Mahomedans, almost exclusively of 
the Sunni creed. ‘The rogular army con-

Bint Pally there is no loss but an actual 
gain made by thinning out at least one-half 
of the fruit of an apple or pear tree, for 
what is left is so improved in quality as to 
be worth more in the market than the whole 
would have been. ‘This is well known “to 
the better class of fruit-growers who have 
made a reputation for producing fine fruit, 
and in this is the simple secret of their 
success, A barrel of mixed fruit gains 
nothing in value in the market from the 
better portion of it, but this is reduced in 
yalue by the poorer portion. The whole is 
reduced in value to the level of the poorest, 
while the poorest is not raised in the least 
by the best. If the poor fruit sent to market 
were thrown away at home, and the best 
only sent, the grower would receive just as 
mugh money as ifhesentitall. Itis,then, 
a double gain to get rid of all imperfect 
fruit by thinning out the crop and resery- 
ing only the best, and this thinning out 
should be no longer delayed. The danger 
is not in taking off too much, but in taking 
too little, and there are few who can resist 
the temptation to leave more upon the tree 
than they should. 


The codling moth is, perhaps, the most 
destructive enemy to apple orchards that 
we have to fight against. Itvis an importa- 
tion from Evrope,and at this time is busily 
engaged at night in laying its eggs in tho 
blossom end of the young apples. It isa 
beautiful moth, with wings expanding about 
three quarters of aninch, and bearing the 
appearance of brown watered silk, The 
body is light yellowish brown in color. 
Upon the hinder margin of each of the fore 
wings there is an oval shaped brown spot 
edged with copper color. Few farmers 
who see this moth asit flies into their 
rooms in the evening,attracted by the light 
of the lamps, suspectthat to it they owe 
the numerous ‘‘windfalls” which cover tho 
ground in autumn after the stillest nights, 
Every one of these so-called ‘‘windfalls” is 
the bearer of a small white maggot, with a 
heart-shaped and black head, which by-and- 
by emerges from the fruit and crawls up 
tho tree to spin its cocoon and fix it in a 
crevice of the bark. In this tho insect 
rapidly pupates and matures into a moth, 
which lays its eggs in the fruit,for a second 
generation. This is the cause of the worm- 
eaten fruit which is found during the win- 
ter in tho fruit bins and barrels. To gathor 
up the wind falls every morning and feed 
them to pigs and cows will get rid of a por- 
tion of the lary. But some drop from the 
fruit ere it itself falls, and to trap these it 
is only needful to encircle the treo with a 
hay band, a band of cloth, or a piece of 
untwisted rope ; or to place woollen cloths 
in the forks of the limbs. In these hiding- 
places the worms seek their nests and form 
their cocoons, and each day it is necessary 
to examine the traps and crush the worms. 
This labor should be continued through the 
present month, and if neglected a crop of 
moths will be bred to destroy the fruit next 
season, 


The apple-treo borer is another destruc- 
tive insect, to whose work the total loss of 
many young orchards is due. During this 
month the beetle, the parent of the grub 
which does tho damage, lays its eggs on the 
bark near the root of the tree. It is three- 
quarters of an inch in length, marked with 
two whito stripes lengthwise upon its light 
brown back. ‘The face ard underside of the 
body are white. It is a night-flying insect, 
and in the day it rests among the leaves, 
upon which it feeds, The grub or larva 
cuts around hole through the bark and 
bores its way upward through the wood. 
Its work isto be recognized by tho dust 
which it casts out from time to time, and 
which may bo detected by a close search 
upon the root or ground at the foot of the 
tree. Tho burrow approaches the bark at 
its upper extremity, and hero tho insect 
makes its transformations, remaining in 
seclusion for two or three years. In Juno 
the newly hatchud beetles emerge to per- 
form their round of existence, unless the 
grubs can be reached and destroyed in their 
burrows. From long-continued neglect 
thousands of applo trees are bored to death 
and unsightly, half-doad or dead trunke’ 
with crowds of suckers springing from thoir 
roots, offer a perpetual inheritance to the 
borer and its progeny. ‘To hoap a qnantity 
of wood ashos or lime around the base of 
tho trunk preventa the deposition of tho 
eggs, and to thrust an olastic wire into the 
burrow, as soon as tho toll-tale dust is acon 
at the foot of the tree, and thus transtix 
tho grub, is the most effective resource. 


This should be attended to forthwith, and 
so long as the grubs are seon to be at work, 
It is only by tho closost scrutiny and most 
patient vigilance that the ownor of an 
orchard of fruit trees of any kind can hope 
to protoct it in safoty.—N. Y. Times,

Yakoob Khan. 


CHECKERED CARE! oY THE HEIK TO THE 
AFGHAN THRONE, 


(From the London Times.) 


That time brings its own rev: 
long been accepted as a maxim,—and cer. 
| tainly its truth was never better exemplified 

than in the person of the young Afghon 
| Prince,-known to the world as Yakoub 
Khan. The character of Yakcob Khan 
| shines out from among that of all his coun- 

trymen, not only as the most able and the 

most intelligent, but also as the most cour- 

teous, the most moderate, and the most re- 
fined, The life of such a man is u study in 
itself, and its recital will arouse sympathy 
in the hearts of all true lovers of brave 
deeds and noble actions, His life ia also 
conterminous with the most eventful por- 
tion of modern Afghan history, and his 
career is closely intertwined with the for- 
tunes of Shere Ali. Yakeob Khan was 
born in or about the year 1849, of a noble 
mother. His first appearance 1n public life 
may be said to be the occasion when he de+ 
tected the European beneath the disguise 
of tho dervish, and despite the fluency and 
nerve of Arminius Vambéry. That was in 
November, 1863, when the Afghan Prince 
appeared to the traveller “ a good-humored, 
inexperienced child.” Since then, whether 
he has retained his good humor or not, he 
has certainly acquired a vast experience of 
life's vicissitudes. 

His career in the history of his country 
commenced very shortly after his interview 
with the Hungarian traveller, for in 1894 
Shere Ali's brothers disputed his posses- 
sion of the crown, and Yakoob Khan was 
left in command at the recently captured 
fortress of Herat. While Shere Ali 
was carrying on the war with a varying 
fortune, victorious at Kujboaz, routed at 
Shaikhabad, losing his eldest son in the 
former fight, and deserted by his best Gen- 
eral, Mahomed Reflk, on the eve of the 
latter, but in the end expelled from Oanda- 
har and all the eastern country, Yukoob 
Khan was slowly but surely consolidating 
his rule over Herac and Ferrah and propi- 
titating, in so far as he was able, the 
Northern Khan of Maimene. So it hap- 
pened that when Shere Ali suffered his 
last overthrow beneath the walls of Knelat- 
i-Gunji and fled to Herat, he had not 
abandoned all hopes of restoring the de- 
clining fortunes of his cause. Daring three 
years Yakoob Khan had preserved peace 
in the West, and had restrained the Per- 
sians, and had sent many a welcome con- 
tingent of hardy troops to the scene of 
battle in Candahar and Cabul. There was 
yet one chance left, but the degree of suc- 
cess that might be attained no longer rest- 
ed with Shere Ali: Inthe field of battle 
he had been worsted both by Azin and Ad- 
derraham, and his own reputation had be- 
come dimmed by disaster, The fate of 
Cabul trembled in the balance when its 
real arbiter advanced on Condahar in the 
early days of 1867. The city fell at once 
after a sharp fight in the outskirts of the 
town, and then once more Candahar be- 
came Shere Ali’s base for the reconquest of 
Cabul. In the neanwhile the disintegrat- 
ing causes in the confederacy of the Bar- 
ucksal brothers were beginning to become 
manifest, On Bfzul’s death, his youngest 
brother, Azim, seized the reins of power, 
and relegated Abderrahman to the minor 

ost of Governor of Balkh. His own ron, 
Reeeas Khan, had just been driven out of 
Candahar by Yakoob Khan. Abderrah- 
man’s hostility was scarcely concealed to 
his uncle, Azim ; who evidently desired to 
found a dynasty of his own, and Abderrah- 
man, knowing the ability of the man, must 
have dreaded the contingency as almost in- 
evitable. Whateyer claims Azim may have 
had to the admiration of his countrymen 
as a wise atatesman, ho forfeited by his 
tyranny once he came to supreme control. 
So at first the joint army of Shere Ali and 
Yakoob Khan encountered little opposi- 
tion. Cabul, after an absence of more 
than three years, was cntered in triumph, 
and south of thé Hindoo Koosh there re- 
mained no rebel, Azim in the mean- 
while had fled to Balkh to join his ne- 
phew, and in face of the great emer- 
gency they each agreed to forego their 
jealousies, With a large force thoy ad- 
vanced against Cabul, but their adversary 
had been more prompt. Yakoob Khan 
held the Bamian Pass aa they came forth 
from the Sighan valley, and worsted them 
in a pitched encounter, But they found 
their retreat cut off. The Khan of Maimene 
had declared for Shere Ali,and was operat- 
ing in their rear, They had no hope left 
now except in making one desperate rush 
on the capital and surprising Shere Ali. 
But each of their schemes was frustrated. 
They crossed the Hindoo Koosh by # pass 
to the east of Bamian, and were cut by 
Yakoob Khan who was close behind, driving 
them before him. Past Cabul they 
fled with the young chief hot on their track, 
until they turned to bay in sheer despair 
in the neighborhood of Ghuzni. Routed 
there, thoy fled for safety to Persia, where 
Azim died, and Abderrahman passed on to 
Khokand and the Russian territory. The 
five years’ war had at last terminated, but 
its close brought credit to Yakoob Khan 
alone. Since then Yakoob has been Gover- 
nor of Cabul (1866), of Candahar (1870), 
and, after a brief exile, of Horat (1871). 
In all these posts be exhibited the samo 
great capacity that he had demonstrated on 
the field of battlo; but Shore Ali feared 
him still, He recognized his avperior, anit 
he belioved that the tics of blood would 
provo but a alight restraint upon tho impul- 
ses of ambition. Yakoob Khan ia said to 
Lave intrigued with Persia and to havo 
coquetted with Russia. There aro some 
who ileclare that he has loudly proclaimnod 
his hostility to England, and Shoro Ali en- 
deavored once to muke him appear as a 
Russophilo : but all theao assertions aro 
inore idle rumors. On tho other hand, he 
certainly expressed in 1872 to Capt. Marah 
very friendly sentiments toward us, and 
hud commenced the study of Euylioh as o

have recovered from this disease ; but 
the evidence upon which the revision 
in opinion is based is even more conclusive 
than that which could by any possibility be 
obtained from either of these two sources. 
It is simply this, that post-mortem examina- 
tions have revealed the fact that pulmonary 
phtbisis is a complaint of much greater fre- 
quency than has been comuionly supposed, 
and that multitudes of people have had the 
disease, and have been practically cured of 
it. who have never no much as suspected 
the cause of their illuess, In a series of 
examinations, made some time since at 
the hospital at Edinburgh, it was found 
that the lungs of not less than one- 
third of those who died when over 
forty years of age were in a condition 
that could be accounted for in noother way 
than by the supposition that at some period 
in their lives consumption had existed, 
and had afterwards been checked or cured. 
Portions of the lunys have been destroyed 
but tho cavities formed had been healed by 
contraction and adhesion of their walls, or 
by the formation of fibrons tissue. In the 
records of post-mortem examinations at the 
Saltpetriere Hospital,at Paris, a similar ex- 
perience is found, except that in this case 
the age was advanced to 60 years and over, 
anil of this class, more than one-half were 
shown to have suffered from consumption at 
some period in their lives. There may be 
nothing new in this too well imformed medi- 
cal men, to the non: professioual reader the 
information cannot fail to be reassuring. 
The disease is to a great extent hereditary, 
and there are probably thousands of people 
in this country who every now and then are 
visited by the gloomy thonght that they are 
liable at any time to full victim to this 
deadly inheritance. If these can be made 
to believe that they have already passsed 
through ths ordeal, a supposition which, in 
the majority of cases, would probably be a 
truo one, no slight addition will be made 
to the sum total of human happiness.

The Policy of Delay. 


When, last year, the Ontario Legislature 
wan not convened until after the holidays, 
tho criticism of tho Conservative press on 
the unosnal delay, in which a few Reform 
nowspapers joined, brought forth the state- 
ment on behalf of the Government that the 
session had been delayed beyond the usual 
timo becanse of the fact that the revision 
of the Statutes could not be completed at a 
date early enough to admit of the House 
being summoned at the usual time for the 
despatch of business, At tho same time, 
there was a sort of promise given by some 
of the Government organs that a similar 
postponement should not occur again, and 
that if it did, they should feel inclined to 
condemn it. But, although Mr, Mowat 
and his colleagues have no such excuse to 
offer at this time, they have pursued the 
same course in failing to call the Legislature 
together until tho holiday season has passed. 

‘As we have before remarked when treat- 

ing on this subject, it isa matter open to 
gravo objection that the Federal and Local 
Parliaments should be in session at the 
same time, as although our local interests 
are of paramount importance, the transac- 
tions of the former, as the larger body, 
overshadow those of the latter to such an 
extent that the proceedings of the Legisla- 
ture are lost sight of to a very large ex- 
tent by the great masses of the electorate. 
This very undesirable state of affairs is also 
largely contributed to by the fact that the 
newspapers are obliged to devote most of 
their space to reporting the Dominion Par- 
Miment, brief mention of the Legislature 
being thereby necessitated, although they 
are in reality of more importance to us than 
are those of the Dominion Parliament. 


This is largely to the advantage of the 
Ontario Governmont, who can thus dispose 
of the business of the Province in a manner 
to suit themselves and with comparatively 
little criticism outside of tho House, and 
as a general election is near at hand they 
will without doubt avail themselves 
of the opportunity, thus created by thenr- 
selves, to the fullest extent. The dodge 
is, however, so transparent that if the 
electors but bear it in mind they will watch 
very carefully the proceedings of the Logis- 
Inture ‘at the coming session and be prepar- 
ed to render judgment at the polls whenthe 
time arrives for them to do so,

Under Fire. 
| Tt was Marshal Soult who said, The 
English infantry is the best in the world ; 
happily, thore is not much of it,” This 
opinion was based on personal observation 
of the steadiness which English soldiors 
evinced undor fire ; and there has beon no 
falling off in this respect, much as it used 
to bo the fashion among foreigners (until 
lately) to mock atusns an vunwarlike peo- 
plo. Asa matter of fact, no army except 
| the Fronch has had so much fighting to do | 
| as tho British within the last thirty yoars. 
In somo part or other of the world brigades 
of our troops have constantly boon at war ; 
and thoir operations have been of the sort 
which tend to bring out the individual 
valor of soldiery, their hardihood and 
self-reliance, much better than the great 
wara which have been waged on tho Earo- 
pean continent. « In those big campaigns, 
whero statf and commissarint gv like clock- 
work, tho soldier has little to do beyond 
obeying the bugle call of fire, march, or 
retreat ;andif the army te which he be- 
longs is beaten, his worst fate, if he escapes 
death, is to become the inmate of a well- 
kept ambulance or to be sent prisoner into 
a civilizod country, where ho is treated 
with every consideration. Very different 
has been the lot of English soldiers fighting 
against half-barbsrous foes, in countries of 
deadily climate whore means of subsistence 
were precarious and where all sorts of 
patural obstaclos had to bo surmounted be- 
fore a battle was won, There has 
beon no feat of arms in modern times to 
match the quelling of the Indian mingiay. 
Here it was not a question of merely 
doing one's best to win ;the soldiers were 
bound to conquer in self-defence, for there 
would have been no rallying after a rout— 
no escaping the massacre to which every 
combatant would have been doomed if once 
he turned his back upon victorious savages 
overwhelming him in the proportion of ten, 
or a hundred, to one, In was much the 
samo in the Burmese, Kaflir, Persian, 
Chinese, Maori, Abyssinian, anit Ashanteo 
wars, to mention only the chief among 
many. A monument was once proudly 
erected at Athens to the memory o' Athe- 
nian soldiers who had fallen ‘in Thrace, 
Macedon, Egypt, and Cyprus,” and it was 
thought a great thing that so small a coun~ 
try should have had armies fighting at the 
same time in so many distant porta of the 
globe. An Englishman who takes ap a 
map may fill his mind with a much deeper 
dranght of patriotic reflections, for there is 
scarcely a country in the world but has 
been crossed by conquering British forces. 
It must not be said, either, that all Europ- 
ean States are equally successfal in warring 
against half-civilized or barbarous com- 
munities ; for the French have made a ter- 
rible mess of some of their Algerian cam- 
paigns, and ingloriously failed in their 
Mexican expedition, wh t one time they 
had more than 40,000 men engaged. It is 
very doubtful whether Englishmen would 
have failed under such conditions, Juarez 
who was no general, but a shrewd man, 
laid his finger on the weak point of French 
character when he said, ‘‘T will tire them 
out,” = 
Much of the success of Englishmen comes 
from the fact that it has generally been 
found impossible to tire them out, All the 
qualities of the British soldier appear best 
in difficult times, when every man has to 
brace himself, deny himself, and bear down 
obstacles with a dogged obstinacy. The 
march to the relief of Lucknow, when 3,000 
men had to tramp during fourteen days and. 
nights in aweltering weather without ever 
taking more than two hours’ reat at a time, 
was a surprising achievement ; but the 
heroes of this affair were only treading in tho 


who won Plassy. At Plassy Clive had only 
900 Europeans and 2,000.Sepoys to oppoav 
to the 60,000 men of Surajah Dowlah’s 
army which was largely ofticered by 
Frenchmen. Ata council of war held bo- 
fore the battle the advice unanimously 
tendered to tho general was to wait for 
reinforcements, and Clive consented, but, 
having gone to lie under a tree for an hour, 
he suddenly roused himself and gave the 
order to advance. It was this that made 
him say afterwards that he had only sum- 
moned one council of war in his life, and 
that had he followed its opinions England 
would never have been masters of Bengal, 
But Clive in acting as he did revealed an- 
other of the great secrets of British succes- 
ses, the perfect reliance of officers on their 
men,which is reciprocated by an entire con- 
fidence of the men in their officers, Now, 
an English soldier has as good an eye as 
others for detecting the incapactity of a 
commander, but it would never occur to 
him to accuse an officer of treason ; and, 
indeed, it has often been noticed that when 
an English subaltern showed signs of being 
unequal for his work in war time, his place 
was insensibly taken by some sergeant, 
who, without any overt usurpation, kept 
the ope from falling to pieces. ‘This 
is one of the advantages of having so much 
of the regimental work done by non-com- 
missioned officers. The English soldier, 
who sees much less of his officers than con- 
tinental soldiers do, is less likely to tind 
out their defects, while the loss of one of 
thom does not afflict him with a sense of 
being left without a competent leader. On 
the whole, though, what makes the British 
soldier feel so respectfully, aud at the same 
time so kindly, towards his officer is that 
he regards the latter as a ‘* gentleman” — 
a word of untranslatable meaning. When 
an English officer is notoriously brave and 
genial, with a dash of devilry in him, he is 
adored by his soldiers; there is nothing 
they would not do for him, and his voice 
has a magic to charm away fatigue or de- 
spondency, It has been the luck of Eng- 
land that she has always possessed a large 
stock of officers who fully deserved all the 
respect they get; and the knowledge of 
this has made us look upon the campaigns 
in which our armies were engaged with | 
confidence, —Pall Mall Gazette.

lin had acted rashly in this matter. But 
hneas in Mr. Anglin is not a thing to 
be astonished at, as those who haye paid 
tention to tho gentleman's character 
_ know that his disposition is ossentially 
combative, that he is prone to do every- 
thing in his power to annoy those opposed 
to him politically, and that withal ho has 
‘Rover beon found to be over scrupulous. 
Witness the censure which the House felt 
_ it necessary to pass upon him for scandalous 
_ fefloctions on prominent members of that 
body ; his irritating conduct whilst a pri- 
vate momber ; and his printing contracts 
a with the Jate Government whilst he filled 
_ the semi-judicial position of Speaker. That 
*o uncompromising an opponent as Mr, 
Anglin should seek to embarrass the 
Government does not surprise us in the 
least ; but we are content to believe that 
he has, with his usual recklessness placed 
himself in the wrong. Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, whose eminence as a constitutional 
authority is cortainly much greater than 
that of Mr. Anglin, has seon fit to take a 
Position opposed to that of the late Speak- 
er, and we expect to seo the Premier's posi- 
tion proved to be correct, in which case 
Mr. Anglin will find occasion to regrot his 
interferonce ina matter which ho would 
acarcoly have meddled with but for a desire 
to ombarrass and annoy his opponents,

When this youngster got into his teens 
—say from 200 to 300 years old—he pro-

Raising Poultry.

“If farmers who think poultry does not pay 
would give their feathered stock to their sons 


they Sin soon be convinced that ‘therd is 
something in it.’ There certainly ia no more 
health promoting exercis¢ than that afforded 
by caring for, or haying the management of a 
flock of poultry, and if the flock is one of any 
of the pure breeds—there is in addition to the 
exhilarating influence, an enthusiasm that 
causes what might otherwise bo considered a 
task to become a pleasure, and therefore pro- 
fit and pleasure are combined. A young lady 
in Bethel, Pa., during the year of 1874, kept 
a strict account of all expenditures for feed, 
etc,, for her yard of fowls, aud at the regular 
market prices for eggs and chickens, and she 
cleared aboye all expenses $300, besides hays 
ing more stock on hand than she started with,

The result has 
been to leave tho strength of tho parties un- 
changed, East Toronto having once more 
returned a Conservative and Monck a Re- 
former, in both cases by largely decreased 
majorities, In Toronto Mr, Morris has but

permanently secure the trade of Princes Ed- 
ward more effectually than the ferry ?” I stat 
ed that it would, and I now reiterate the as- 
sertion being fully confident that it is in- 
capablo of being proved incorrect, And I 
submit for consideration that tho arguments 
advanced by you, although made with tho 
very best intentions I have no donbt, do not 
establish my assorcion to be incorrect, but on 
the contrary strengthen my position, as I 
shall presently show. 

Your suggestion is, that the Corporation 
take the ferry into its own hands after the 
expiration of tho present lease, and puta boat 
on the route at a cost of $20,000, levying tolls 
sufficient to pay running expenses, repairs, 
and interest on the monoy advanced. 

Now let us see how far such an undertaking 
may be recommended asa practical schoma 

Tho receipts from the ferry I am informed 

amount to about $5,000 per year, but it is 
doubtful whether it would amount to folly as 

™much now under corporation management. 

The yearly expenses of running a corporation 

ferry would be about as follows ;—For sal- 

Aries —master $$00, engineer $500, wheelsman 

$400, fireman $300, deck hand $200, for fuel, 

oil, painting, repairs, &., $1,000, for interest 

on $20,000 at 6 per cent $1,200, for yearly 


proportion of discount on debentures running 4 


ten years $200. Here we have an actual 
yearly outlay of $4,600 in running the ferry 
on this scheme, without any certainty that the 
corporation could at the present rate of high 
tolis make the receipts exceed this amount. 
It is, therefore, quite plain that by this schemo 
the tolls could not be reduced, and consequent- 
ly the trade would not be increased as desir- 
ed. Besides as no provision for sinking fund 
on the $20,000, could be made from the tolls, 
it would have to be provided from the City 
funds, to repay the Ioan, and at the expiration 
of ten years another $20,000 would be requir- 
ed to rebuild or replice the boat, and so 
every ten years an additional $20,000 
would be required, and yet, wo would have 
the ferry with all it« mishaps and delays! I 
do not think that such a scheme can com- 
mend itself to public confidence, 


Now for tho bridge! I baye no doubt the 
trade of Prince Edward would be increased 
fifty per cent by spanning the bay with a good 
substantial bridge, and therefore by a toll of 
one-third the present rate, to be levied only 
during the navigation season, $2,500 per year 
could be raised. . Of this sum $300 would be 
quite sufficient for the expense of attending 
the “draw,” lighting, etc., and $700 for re- 
pairs, leaving a residue of $1,000 a year, The 
number of sailing vessels’ passing through 
would not be so numerous as to require’a tug 
to be stationed at the bridge, With a favor- 
able breeze vessels could sail through, and in 
almost any kind of weather could ‘‘mako” the 
pier on either side of the ‘‘ draw” and either 
“haul” or ‘heaye” thropgh. Ifthe Gov- 
ernment ever carry out the project of opening 
the Murray Canal a tug might perhaps be re- 
quired at the bridge, but would not the Gov- 
ernment provide for this, 
‘As to the ways and means for building tho 
bridge, there is one plan which suggests itself 
my mind which may not prove unworthy 
of consideration. “It ia this: Let a joing 
stock company be formed, and let the city 
take stock to the amoant required for the 
ferry in ten years, that is to say $40,000 ; and 
let Prince Edward take stock to the amount 
f $40,000, and private individuals $20,000 of 
what I shall for convenience sake call first 
dividend stock. Let the first dividend stock 
holders build the bridge and take charge of 
it, and levy a toll of one-third the prosont 
rate, and let them be se sured in a dividend of 
10 per cont. on their $20,000, which can be 
done by taking tho $1,000 residue of tolls as 
shown above, and by the city paying to them 
$1,000 per yéar for four or five years, after 
which timo it is held the tolls would by the 
increased trade be sufficient to pay the 10 per 
cent, dividend, and when the tolls perme 
i go to pay the or cont. clivi- 
rallciently large te POY declared naaidividend 
for the city and Prince Edwar stuck.

He roforred 
to tho furniture, maps, ote., used in connec- 
tion with our schools, and said ho did not 
now wonder at tho remark mado by an Eng- 
lish gentleman, on returning from a visit to 
Canada, when ho wished that he had had half 
tho instruction in his early days that is impart- 
od to tho lads and lasses of Canada, (Cheors.) 
He touched on the attraction our educational 
ayatem had for intending emigrants from the 
Old World, and paid o eompliment to the 
ability of the children who had just received 
their prizes, At Paris it was regretted by 
some that there were some blanks in the ox- 
hibition by Canada of the wonderful products 
of hor fields.

Jn ojogg times like the presont it behove* 
farmers to have @ careful regard for the prin- 
oe of true economy. Jf an outlay of tive 
dollars will make a retyrn of twice that 
amount ina single season then surely hard 
times furnish no excuse for neglecting the im- 
provement, but rather are anargament and jn- 
centive for prompt action, But conspicnoys 
waste places are only a part of the land which 
year after year is permitted to lie idle, or 
worse, to produce only weeds. Tho unutiliz- 
ed land along the fences about our grain fields 
amounts to aconsiderable in the aggregate, and 
close economical management will reduce this 
loss to the minimum. Careless ploughers 
will lsaye much more udtilledland next to tlie 
fences than there is any need of leaving ; on a 
large farm, fenced into small fields, it 1s plain 
to see that a strip of a few feet will amount 
to several acres. The loss of this land should 
be charged to the cost of fencing, which is 
made needlessly high on most farms. 

Much land i# rendored almost worthleas by 
shade trees in fields where they aro not ae 
ed Stumps and largo stones are left to en- 
cumber the ground and impede work. Land 
from which an early crop is taken is permitted 
to lio unused for several months when it ought 
to be prods something. Farmers are re- 
garded as a vory economical class, but there 
are many lessons of economy to be learned in 
our farm management, and one of them is to 
utilize every acre and every rod of our farms 
ie Es best possible advantage.— Zhe Hus- 
bandman

RESUME OF THB VARIOUS ATTACKS ON THE | y 
LIFE OF QUEEN VICTORIA, 


Since that memorable morning in June, 


thumped for a considerable time beforethey 
could arouse the porter at the gate,” and 
finally got andience to tho Princess Vic- 
toria rising lovely and dishoyelled from | 
such ‘fa sweet sleep that the attendants 
did not venture to disturb her,” until the 
the dignitaries sternly said. ‘*‘We have 
come to the Queen on business of state and 
even her asleep must give way to that,” Her 
Majesty has several times been alarmed by 
threatened or attempted assaults, which 
have alniost inritty been the acts of 
lunatics, On the 10th of May, 1839, when 
England was. feverish with hard times, 
Ohartist and repeal agitation and the like, 
& madman crept up to the garden steps of 
Buckingham threatening to murder the 
Queen, because no Protestant should be 
allowed to sit on the throne of England. 
He Was promptly seized by tho sentinel, 
and afterwards sent to Bridewell. Yet 
another lunatic turned up after an inter- 
val at Windzor, and, climbing over the 
inclosures, demanded admittance to the 
castle as the lawful King of England, and 
on the 17thof July, in the same year, a 
commercial traveller was arrested and sent 
to prison for two months for persisting in 
crossing the road in Hyde Park before the 
Queen, waving his hand and placing it on 
his breast, 

A more sorious affair was the attempt of 
a pot-boy, Edward Oxford, to shoot the 
Queen and Prince Albert on the 11th of 
June, 1840. They had left Buckingham 
Palace ina low carriage, passing by the 
garden gate’ opening from Constitution 
Hall, when Oxford, a youth of seventeen, 
presented a pistol and fired directly at the 
Queen, then drew a second pistol with his 
left hand from his breast, and resting it on 
the one he had already discharged, fired 
that also, with deliberate aim, before the 
bystanders could rush upon him, At tho 
whistle of the ball the Queen rose, bat was 
pulled down by her husband ; she was com- 
posed, though exceedingly pale, and rising 
again to show that she was unhurt, ordered 
the postillions to drive to the Duchess of 
Kent's residence, Ingestre House. When, 
soon, after, she returned, a cortege of 
gentlemen and ladies met her in the Park 
and escorted the carriage home. Oxford

The Dublin Pilot charge 
the offense on the Queen's odious uncle, 
afterwards King of Hanover, and declared 
that ‘‘as soon as Her Majesty was announced 
to be enciente, Orangeism and Cumberland 
plotted to murder the Queen,”” 

On the 8th of July, 1840, Oxford was 
brought to trial. “He had previously writ- 
ten from Newgate to his counsél to ask Lord 
Normanby ‘‘ for ‘Jack the Giant Killer,’ 
‘Jack and the Beanstalk,’ ‘Jack and His 
Eloven Wives, ‘My Little Tom Thum,’ 
‘The Arabian Night's Entertainments,’ and 
all such books from celebrated authors ;” 
also, ‘‘whether, as a prisoner of war, I may 
not be allowed on a parole of honor ; and 
on what grounds, ask him, does he detain 
ono of her Majesty's subjects?” In court 
Oxford wore a listless smile, and played 
with the herbs atrewed in front of the dock, 
Tho défence showed that his father and 
grandfather had been of weak mind, and 
that the threatening letters and regulations 
found in his possession were all written 
by himself. The jury found him ‘ Not 
guilty on the ground of insanity,” and he 
was giyen over to the asylum for life. Tho 
affair made a great excitement at the time ; 
we read of members of Parliament applying 
for locks of Oxford's hair when it waa cut. 
Tho next sensation was ‘the boy Jones” — 
William his name was,and the wits dubbed 
him In-I-Go, Jones, because of his pertina- 
city —who on the 2nd of December, 1840, 
gained access to Buckingham Palace, and 
continued secreted there several days, till at 
last “Mra. Lilley, tho 'nuss,” of Thackeray's 
poem—the Princess Royal was then two 
weeks old—spied him under g sofa and 
had him dragged out. Jones gaye several 
contradictory accounts of the way in which 
ho got into the palace and of his mntentions, 
and he was finally sent up for three months 
as a rogue and vagabond. 

On tho 15th of March, 
enterprising youth entered the palace again, 
but was seized almost immediately by a 
constablo, The magistrate did not send 
him to prison, but induced him to ship on 
a man-of-war, and that was the last of 
Jones, Onthe 30th of May, 1842, John 
Francis, son of amachinist at Drury Lano 
Theatre, for sonio months out of empl 
mont, fired at the Queen aa her carriage

FATAL ACOIDENT. 


A MAN DROWNED IN THE RIVER, 

Yesterday morning Charles Skinner, hig 
wife and family, visited some friends named 
Belcher, who live in the upper part of the 
Grove, purposing to take Christmas dinner 
with them. ‘Between 11 and’ 12 o'clock 
some water was required, and Skinner took 
4 pailand went to the river—locality, a 
short distance above, Bleecker's' dam. He 
walked out to the edge of the ice,'a swift 
current flowing beyond, and reached out 
with the object of filling the pail ; but the 
treacherous ice broke, and the unfortunate 
man was precipitated into the water. The 
accident was seen by a young lad, step-son 
of Skinner, who, with heroic courage jump- 
ed into tho strong current and tried to Baye 
the drowning man, but his gallant efforts 
were of no avail.

The deceased, who was about forty years 
of age, camo to Bollevillo from England 
about fouryears ago.

Peterborough and her Railway 
Connections. 


In spite of the assertions of the promoters 
of tho Toronto and Ottawa Railway project 
and their advocate in the press, namely the 
Peterborough Review, that scheme does not 
monopolizo the entire attention of the peo- 
plo of Peterborough, to the exclusion from 
favorable consideration of every other rail- 
way project which has been brought to their 
attention. ‘This much-lauded enterprise 
seems, in fact, to bo in rather bad odor just 
now with many of the gentlemen resident 
in Peterborough who agreed to tax them 

selves heavily in giving the handsome bonus 
of $150,000 to secure tha construction of 
that road. As wo learn from the local pa- 
pers, a meeting of the Property Owners’ 
Association of the Town of Peter! orough 
was held on Tuesday evening, the 17th inst, , 
at which some very plain talk with regard to 
the Toronto and Ottawa Railway Company 
was indulged in. It seems that there was 
a provision in the By-law under which the 
Peterborough bonus of $150,000 was vot- 
od, that it was to be paid conditional on 
bonuses to the amount of $1,000,000, of 
which the Peterborough amountwas to form 
part, beiug granted to aid the construction

But as Toronto responded unfa- 
vorably to the appeal of the Company, and 
the Ottawa By-law was in consequence 
withdrawn, the one million dollars were 
never voted in aid of the project. Follow- 
ing this unfavorable turn in their affairs, 
the promoters of the enterprise went to the 
Legislature for a relaxation of the terms, 
and in March Jast succeeded in securing the 
passage of an Act giving power to the Coun- 
cils of municipalities which had granted aid 
to the Railway on the conditions above re- 
cited, to pass By-laws reducing the stipu- 
lated total amount of bonuses to any sum 
which they chose, and so to allow the Com- 
pany to call for the debentures, and, in the 
lauguage of the Peterborough Times, ‘spend 
the money without any security that the 
road would ever be completed.” The 
Property Owners’ Association of Poterbo- 
rough discussed this matter, as we have 
said, at their meeting on the 17th, and af- 
ter a discussion not very complimentary in

ratopayers of Peterborough are alive to 
thoir intoresta so far at all ovonta as to pro- 
vent the payment of their bonus to tho 
Toronto and Ottawa Railway Oompany, 
unless the stipulation of the By-law under 
which it was granted—n stipulation which 


which it probably could not have been car- 
ried—shall be obsorved, unless altered by 
tho votes of the ratepayers themselves. 
Should tho action of the ratopayors of 
the Town of Peterborough, which wo hope 
to see followed-by those of other munici- 
palitios similarly situated in regard to their 
bonuses, have the offect of causing tho 
Legislature to repoal thy obnoxious clauso 
in tho law which it enacted, tho probabili- 
ties aro that it will bo many a year-beforo 
they aro called upon for the amounts voted 
in aid of the Toronto and Ottawa Railway. 
Tn such onso,being thus virtually freed of 
their bonus to the Toronto and Ottawa, 
would it not bo well for tho taxpayers of 
Peterborough to take up the Grand Junc- 
tion and, by granting « fair amount by way 
of bonus, secure its construction to their 
town during the coming year? That the 
completion of the Grand Junction cannot 
he secured without assistance from Peter- 
borough, and that the line would be of 
great benefit to that town, ‘is universally 
admitted. Even the Review, in the midst 
of its atrivings for the Toronto and Ottawa, 
is candid enough to spoak as follows of the 
connection with Belleville : 


“Tt is not tho first time that the Review has 
pointed out that Belleville, from its location at 
the head of “barge” navigation with Montreal, 
and its avoiding the dangers of Lake Ontario 
navigation, offers advantages to tho Western 
shippera of grain and timber which no other 
port weat of I ston affords, and is therefore 
in a position with railway connection with the 
Georgian Bay to compete on unrivalled terms 
for the grain trade of the West ond the timber 
trade of the Georgian Bay. Desiring to have 
the trade mentioned pass through Peterboro’.and 
for the sake of the advantages which would un- 
doubtedly accrue to our manufacturers and mer- 
chants from bemg a leading point on such a 
freight r ute, we would bo willing to lend o help- 
ing hand to the Grand Junction.” 


As the Belleville connevtion can thus be 
made a certainty, whilst that with Toronto 
and with Ottawa will be, for some years at 
least, an uncertainty, and as railroad con- 
nection with Belleville is, as above shown 
by the advocate of another scheme, valuable 
in any case, we think that the people of 
Peterborough ought to secure the com- 
pletion of the Grand Junction, It is urged 
that Belleville will secure the greater por- 
tion of the benefits to be derived from this 
line as being its terminus ; but granting 
this assertion to be correct, it is none tho 
less true that Belleville has already done 
her part,her people having granted bonuses 
amounting to $150,000 in aid of the Grand 
Junction, upon $100,000 of which interest 
has been paid for some years, with little re- 
sultant benefit, Now that the construction 
of the line is assured to Hastings, or up- 
wards of two-thirds of its entire length, it 
is time to ask Peterborough to do her part 
and, by the exercise of a judicious liborality, 
secure a profitable outlet for her own trade, 
and the benetits which she cannot fail to 
reap from the through traflic of grain from 
the west and timber from the Georgian Bay 
district, whilst the completion of the Grand 
Junction would also probably ensure to 
Peterborough the construction of u railway 
to Bobcaygeon, the prosecution of which 
project does not admit of much delay, as 
there are even now formidable competitors 
in the field, and the trade of that section is 
so important to Peterborough that its 
diversion to any other place would be 
soverely felt there. 

A conference is shortly to be held in 
Poterborough between representatives of 
the Directors of the Grand Junction Rail- 
way Company, certain gentlemen who de- 
sire a change in the established route of the 
railway, and others ; but we trust that, 
whatever the result of the conference, the

Straw for Lumber. 


A discovery has been mado which will 
dolight the hearts of the Western Grang- 
ers. Itis neither more nor less than tho 
practicability of manufacturing lumber 
out of wheat straw, ‘Tho following is the 
method : Sheets of ordinary straw board, 
such as are made at any paper mill, are 
placed upon oach other, the number being 
governed by the thickness of lumber re- 
quired, and passed through a chemical 
sulntion that softens up the fibre and com- 
pletely saturates it, Theo mass is then 
passed between a series of rollers, sub- 
jected to heavy preasure, and dried, hard- 
ened and polished, coming out of the last 
ones bard, dry lamber ready for use. ‘Che 
inventor further claims that the cherical 
solution hardens in the fibres of the board, 
and renders it impervious to water and 
non-combustible except under great heat. 


Wire for Binding Sheaves. 


The Americans have invented a machine 
for binding sheaves in the harvest field. 
It binds the sheaves with wire. The mil- 
lers are,protesting against these machines, 
their objection being on the ground that 
wheat bound by the machino has bits of 
wire among it which spoils the stones, and 
bolting cloths.

To Manitoba by Rail. 


No. L 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

‘A dosoription of an all-rail trip to Manitoba, 
its capital city, its people, ita present outlook 
from a speculative standpoint, the impressions 
made on the mind of a Bollovillian after arriy~ 
| ing and viewing the surroundings, and whut 
facts may be gleanod respecting real estate 
investments, settlement in the country 
may interest your readers at this particular 
timo, when the ‘prairie province” is attract- 
ing tho attention of our castorn people. 

This, with your kind permission, I will on- 


deavor to give in a sories of letters, to which 
the presont will bo morely introductory, deal 
ing only with some of the incidents of the trip. 
Whon tho sight-seer feels the * cacoethes scri- 
bendi” botwoon his fingers, ho is scarcely an 
impartial judge of what would be palatablo to 
tho reading public, and is apt to describe every 
sight he has seon and every motion felt. Vin 
“notes by the way” afford a loophole of escapo 
for the thoughts that throng, the pictures that 
gleam, and the feolings that burn, As my trip 
is of a business nature, I shall not strain to 
enlarge upon every fresh thought and original 
impression, or to give a gloomy description 
of every incident that comes under my obser. 
vation. 

Since direct railroad connection has been 
effected between the eastern provinces and the 
north-west by the completion of the Pombina 
Branch of the Canada Pacific, which forms 
tho connecting link between Manitoba and 
the State of Minnesota, a person can, by 
travelling 410 miles through Canadian terri- 
tory and only 1,215 miles on American roads, 
reach 
WINNIPEG FROM BELLEVILLE 
in three-and-a-half days. The cost of the 
trip (railway fare and sleeping accommodation 
$64.25, meals, &o. by the way, if sparing of 
the &e., $10) is about $75. The transit is 
much moro rapid than by the old Inke and 
stage route, but what is gained in time is lost 
in fare, as the expense of the trip is double 
that of the Canadian route, Tho practicabil- 
ity of the Mackonzic Government system of 
utilizing the water stretches, available only 
six or seven months of the year, is now mani- 
festing itself by throwing the travelling and 
carrying trado between Manitoba and the 
eastern provinces almost solely into the hands 
of American railways. 

Passengors taking the early morning train 
from Belleville reach Toronto at 11:30 a. m 
It is then optional whether they patronize the 
Grand Trunk Railway or Great Weatern, as 
through tickets are sold over each, and Chi- 
cago may be reached the next morning with- 
out inconvenient change of oars by either road.

Vanderbilt has entered into a contract with 
John ©. Searger of this city, by which the 
latter is to furnish the New York Central 
Railway Company with iron steamships to 
carry freight only to Liverpool, Hamburg, 
Antwerp and other European ports, Four- 
teen English built steamers have already been 
chartered. ‘The first leaves the now wharves 
of the New York Railroad at the foot of West 
61st Street on January 8th. It is claimed 
that the recent decision of the Courts gives to 
the Central road the right of eminent domain 
along the water. It is stated that wharves 
and clevatora will ba_built speedily to meat 
the demands of tho west for direct European 
transportation. For many years New York 
has been without proper terminal facilities, 
and hus lacked elevators and wharves such as 
Philadelphia, Boston and Baltimore have en- 
joyed.

He went on to 
atate that for four years there had beon no 
detailed statement of our finances published, 
although the Jaw requirod it, so that nobody 
knew anything in detail as to what amounts 
had been received and expended, He moved, 
seconded by Mr. Forin, ; 
That this meeting regret that the City 
Council has not had the statements of the ac- 
counts of the Corporation for tho Inst four 
years published, and hope that when they are 
published they will be sufficiently explicit to 
show for what the items were expended for, 
In looking over a partially printed list of 
the disbursements, the other night, ho found 
that the expenditure for poor had been placed 
at $32,000, which was evidently a gross error, 
howoyor it had arison, and there were othor 
errors in the report, What was required was 
a printed report, which could be taken and 
atndied by the ratepayers at their own homes, 
as the: taxes are high and oxplanation is re- 
quired, 

Mr. Forin said the acconnts, as: partially 
printed, woro very unsatisfactory, though the 
Chairman of tho Finance Committee would 
probably be able to give satisfactory oxplana- 
tions. 

Mr. ©. L. Coleman supported the motion, 
expressing his satisfaction that the people wero 
awakening to their interests.

The falling 
of the water has left aspace of about two 
feet, more or less between the ice, which 
formed on the overflow and the roadway. 
This ice, being comparatively thin, breaks 
ensily under the weight of horses, and cuts 
their legs badly. The labor of half a 
dozen men for a day would break as much 
of this iceas is necessary to render the 
streets which are so obstructed passable, 
and that labor ought to be expended in do- 
ing so, and at once.

‘as to “kill togethor,” as it is termed, making 
use of the same force, same tiro and other fix+ 
ings, and we have known tho hama and should- 
ers of hogs thus driven to come out a little 
short before the next summer was over. 

Let tho hog be killed with as little noise 
and worrimoent and oxcitement as possible, A 
Jersoyman has one man to go intoa pon, 
gelocts his first victim and shoots him, or 
with a broad-facod hammer (like a shoomaker’s 
hammer) knocks down tho hog, when other 
mon come immodiate'y and stick, othors drag 
out and go to scalding, and so on with a large 
number of hogs. 

“Scalding machines” have become’ Yory 
common and are a good{institution, but every- 
body has not got ono, and still use tubs, I 
like the tubs, and want nothing better for 
ordinary timos ; but I wanta rope and tackle 
and ohe or two hands to help work the hog. 
I would not allow a hog to be put into hot 
water while there is any signe of life in him ; 
but when dead make an opening to the 
gambrel strings and hook in, hoist the hog 
and dip him head and shoulders into the scald, 
do not lot him remain more than a second or 
two, lest his hair ‘‘sets;’’ hoist him and air 
him, and, if neodful, dip again and again un- 
til done; then hook into the lower Jaw and 
scald the hinder parts, I like slow scalds the 
best, as less likely to * sot the hair.” While 
the hind parts are getting scalded the face 
may booloaned. Too little attention is gener- 
ally givon to cleaning the head, as also the 
fect, leaving them for the women to worry 
over by the hour in some cold outkitchen. 
As soon as tho hog is hung up and washed 
off lot the head bo taken off ard set upon a 
barrel or block and regularly shaved and 
cleaned, 

And now, while Bpeaising of the head, I 
want to say how Icut up a head. I lay it on 
ity side and take off the jaw, or lower jaw. I 
then saw down across the face just above the 
eyes, being careful to run into the eye sockets 
ond on through, leaving thy oyeballs with the 
snout end, so that there is no further trouble 
with gouging the eyes ont of the face piece ; 
then, without further separating of the parts, 
startings between tho cars, saw up-and-down 
wise, not caring to extend further down to- 
ward the snout than to tke saw mark across 
the face, but clean through at the other end. 
Now, having done with the ears for handles, 
I out them off, then take out the brains for 
pickling, skin the snout and take off the flesh 
for scrapplo and throw the nasal organs away, 
The faces are to bo corned, I use a saw,but 
never an axe, in cutting up a bog, conse. 
quently the meat is clear of splinters and 
chips of bones, In ‘‘chinning a hog” to cool, 
I saw down tho ribs instead of hacking them 
with a hatchet, A small sized hog hook flat- 
toned answers very well for taking off tho 
hooks and toe-nails of a porker, or you may 
use a pair of pincers. 


Effects of “Shorts” on Butter and 
Milk. 


A New Hampshire correspondent of the 
Cultivator gives his exnerience with ‘‘shorts” 
and ‘‘fine feed’) as follows :— Finding that 
these products of wheat manufacture could be 
purchased very cheaply I obtained a quantity 
and tried the experiment, feeding it to some 
full-blooded Jersey cows thrt I have, At first 
I was much pleased with the apparent result, 
as their milk increased in quantity, but as I 
continued it the cream rose more slowly, and 
in légs quantities. Instead of the rich golden

One gentleman 
in Vermont bought a very fine cow, and in- 
tending to beat all his neighbors in his butter 
yield, laid in a large quantity of shorts and 
fed them freely, ‘The result Was that it was 
not long before he could make no bntter from 
his white cream, and not knowing what ailed 
tho cow, he sold her back at a great sacrifice 
to the farmerof whom he had bought her. 
Very soon, ona feed of nice hay alone, this 
same cow became. allright again. Another 
insta: A friend of mine bought some 
high-blooded cows, procured a patent improy- 
ed creamery, heard fine feed Highly recom- 
mended, and bought a quantity, feoding it to 
his cows,and With the same regult as to cream 
and butter asin both the above mentioned 
cases, It may be that the farmers in other 
sections may be better informed as to this 
matter than those in this vicinity. If so, 
beg your pardon for inflicting this article 
upon you, ButThaveconversed with very 
many of our best)stook raisers and dairymen, 
and find that they were uot aware of the facts 
herein stated. In addition to the above I 
would also state that the butter which I did 
succeed in making from this tender, gray 
cream had no granules in it, but waz more 
like lard than anything else. 


Standing Room For Cows. 


‘The floor on which your cows stand should 
be about five and half feet long, and in tho 
rear of them there should be a ditch cight 
inches deep and two feet wide, and tho stablo 
should be wide enough so as to leave a walk 
four fect wide back of tho manure ditch. The 
floor ot this walk should be on a level with 
that on which the cows stand. Hero you can 
runthe wheelbarrow in cleaning out the 
stable, and there be room for a shelf on which 
to keep your milk stools and to sot the pails 
whon milking. Always keep a shovel hanging 
up in the stablo and morning, noon aud night 


| the first thing to be done when you entor the 


stable is to clean the manure which may havo 
dropped on the floor into the ditch. We 
have kopt a stable fullof cows, tied up an 
average of twenty hours out of tho twenty. 

during an entire winter, without having 
ono of them get dirty, with a stable arranged 
in this way. The stalls for the cowa shoulc 
be about four fect wide, but three toot and» 
half will anawor, and thoro should bo a parti 
tion oxtonding back half the width of the 
floor. —Practical I

The future is an enigna 
only to be solved at slow intervals, until 
the like scene becomes re-enacted, and the 
fresh year follows thut which preceded it. 


The year stands to vs in a peculiar re- 
lation, while the regular advance of time 
but adumbrates the progress and completion 
of human life, It has been pertinently ob 
served iu illustration of this sentiment that 
“an old man is said to die full of years.’ 
‘His years have been few, in the express- 
ion we use regarding ono who has died in 
youth. The anniversary of an event makes 
an appeal to our feelings. Moreover, we 
also speak of the history of anution as its 
annals —the transactions of its succession 
of yea There must have been a sense of 
the value and importance of the yoar a8 
space of time from a very early period in 
the history of humanity, for even the sim- 
plest and rudest people would be sensible 
of “the soason’s difference,’ and of the cy- 
ole which the seasons formed, and the world 
soon begin, by observations of the rising of 
the atars, to ascertain roughly tho space of 
time which the cycle occupied.” ‘Thus, in 
the wordsof the Psalmist, ‘“Day unto day 
uttereth speech,and night unto night show- 
eth forth knowledgo. There is no speech 
or language where their voices is not heard, 
Their lines have gone forth through all the 
earth, and their words to the end of the 
world.” 

New Year's Day was formorly distin- 
guished by a round of divers gifts and pe- 
With regard to the 
former, we find that in 1604 King Jamen 
I. received a gift from his son Prince 
Henry, then but ten years old, of a poem 
in Latin verses. Books also were common 
ly forwarded aa fitting presents, hut the 
custom gave riso to a number of ** bogus” 
publications bearing the title of the New 
Year, without the contents referring to the 
aubject. In the library of the British 
Museum there aro some curious, if not 
very interesting specimens of such spurious 
literature.

On the 25th of October I made an | 
examination of that part of the railway be- | 
tween the Junction with the tirand Junction 
Railway and tho Station Yard'at Madoo, the | 
length being 15 miles, 
The formation, cattle guards, culvorta, 
bridges, ties, and iron and steel rails, were 
completed throughout, 


Ponte Works, 


Ballasting was done on about 12 miles, | 
Station Buildings were erected at Luke's 
crossing and Madog, and a building com- 
menced at Crookston. | 

I pointed ont some details then necessary | 
to be completed, before the line should be 
opened for traflic, although freipht was then 
being carried between Madoo and Belleville, 

On the Slat October I was notified by the 
Railway Company that tho dotails I had 
mentioned were vompleted as far as Madoc, 
and I was requested to make another examina- 
tion to that point, but other pressing business 
prevented my being enabled to go until the 
20th inst,, when I again examined the Railway 

d found it in good order for traflic, through- 
out. Tho Engineer of the Railway then in- 
formed mo that tho details I had spoken of 
had been carried out by the 3lat of October. 

I continued my examination of the Rail- 
way on the 2lat inst, from Madoc Station to 
the prosont ter-ninus of the line at the Moore | 
Mine and found the whole length to be 22 
miles, 

I found the line from Madoo station to the 
northerly terminus to be well graded through- 
out, the bridging, culverts, ties, iron rails, 
and tracklaying completed, and continuous 
ballasting done to a sufficient extent to make 
the line «afe for the opening for the running 
of traffic trains. 

At the curves near tho southerly side of 
Moira Lake, a guard rail has been leid and the 
line of rails brought into good alignment 

Fencing is completed between the Junction 
and Madoc station and partially between that 
and the Moore Mine. 

The water for the engines ia obtained by 
using siphons attached to the locomotives. 

A turn-table is nearly completed north of 
Madoc statior. 

At Luke's crossing, Crookston, and Madoc
